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PREFACE 


IN  the  spring  of  1923  the  Cambridgeshire  Education 
Committee  appointed  an  Advisory  Committee  to  draw 
up  a  syllabus  for  Religious  Teaching  in  the  County.  To 
us  amongst  others  fell  the  task  of  preparing  that  syllabus, 
which,  as  finally  agreed  upon,  was  accepted  by  the  local 
Education  Authority.  The  Advisory  Committee  con¬ 
sidered  that  for  schools  using  the  syllabus  a  Bible  containing 
the  passages  of  Scripture  mentioned  in  it  would  be  of  value, 
and  it  was  suggested  that  such  a  selection  might  be  found 
useful  more  widely  still,  in  Sunday  Schools  and  at  home. 
This  book  is  accordingly  based  on  that  portion  of  the 
syllabus  which  is  prescribed  for  children  of  from  five  to 
seven  years  of  age.  The  text  used  is  in  general  that  of  the 
Authorised  Version,  with  here  and  there  the  change  of 
a  word  or  the  adaptation  of  an  old  spelling  to  that  more 
commonly  used  in  school. 

To  prevent  misunderstanding — for  there  have  been 
criticisms  of  the  syllabus  and  of  the  Children’s  Bible — it 
snould  be  explained  that  it  is  in  no  sense  intended  that  this 
small  selection  shall  be  a  substitute  for  the  whole  Bible. 
On  the  contrary,  it  is  hoped  that  the  possession,  in  a  con¬ 
venient  form,  of  those  parts  of  Scripture  most  attractive  to 
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children  may  lead  many  to  a  lifelong  love  of  the  Christian 
story  and  the  Word  of  God. 

We  wish  to  thank  Mr  H.  Morris,  the  Secretary  of  the 
Cambridgeshire  Education  Committee,  and  Mr  Gordon 
Carey,  of  Clare  College  and  of  the  University  Press,  for 
the  constant  help  they  have  given  us — Mr  Morris  in  the 
development  of  the  syllabus,  Mr  Carey  in  the  preparation 
of  the  book.

And  when  he  had 
gathered  all  the  chief  priests  and  scribes  of  the 
people  together,  he  demanded  of  them  where 
Christ  should  be  born.  And  they  said  unto  him. 
In  Bethlehem  of  Judaea  :  for  thus  it  is  written  by 
the  prophet. 
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And  thou  Bethlehem,  in  the  land  of  Juda, 

Art  not  the  least  among  the  princes  of  Juda : 
For  out  of  thee  shall  come  a  Governor,

Then  Herod,  when  he  had  privily  called  the  wise 
men,  inquired  of  them  diligently  what  time  the 
star  appeared.  And  he  sent  them  to  Bethlehem, 
and  said.

When  they  had  heard  the  king,  they  departed ;

But  when  Herod  was  dead,  behold,  an  angel 
of  the  Lord  appeareth  in  a  dream  to  Joseph  in 
Egypt,  saying.

THE  STORY  OF  NOAH 

Noah  was  a  just  man  and  walked  with 
God.  And  Noah  begat  three  sons,  Shem,  Ham, 
and  Japheth.  The  earth  also  was  corrupt  before 
God,  and  the  earth  was  filled  with  violence. 
And  God  said  unto  Noah,  The  end  of  all  flesh 
is  come  before  me ;  for  the  earth  is  filled  with 
violence  through  them ;  and,  behold,  I  will 
destroy  them  with  the  earth.  Make  thee  an  ark 
of  gopher  wood ;  rooms  shalt  thou  make  in  the 
ark,  and  shalt  pitch  it  within  and  without  with 
pitch.  A  window  shalt  thou  make  to  the  ark, 
and  the  door  of  the  ark  shalt  thou  set  in  the 
side  thereof;  with  lower,  second,  and  third 
stories  shalt  thou  make  it.  And,  behold,  I, 
even  I,  do  bring  a  flood  of  waters  upon  the 
earth,  to  destroy  all  flesh,  wherein  is  the  breath 
of  life,  from  under  heaven ;  and  every  thing  that 
is  in  the  earth  shall  die.  But  with  thee  will  I 
establish  my  covenant ;  and  thou  shalt  come 
into  the  ark,  thou,  and  thy  sons,  and  thy  wife,  and 
thy  sons’  wives  with  thee.  And  of  every  living 
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thing  of  all  flesh,  two  of  every  sort  shalt  thou 
bring  into  the  ark,  to  keep  them  alive  with  thee. 

Thus  did  Noah ;  according  to  all  that  God 
commanded  him,  so  did  he.  And  the  Lord  said 
unto  Noah,  Come  thou  and  all  thy  house  into 
the  ark;  for  thee  have  I  seen  righteous  before 
me  in  this  generation. 

And  all  the  fountains  of  the  great  deep  were 
broken  up,  and  the  windows  of  heaven  were 
opened.  And  the  rain  was  upon  the  earth  forty 
days  and  forty  nights.  In  the  self-same  day 
entered  Noah,  and  Shem,  and  Ham,  and  Ja- 
pheth,  the  sons  of  Noah,  and  Noah’s  wife,  and 
the  three  wives  of  his  sons  with  them,  into  the 
ark;  they,  and  every  beast  after  his  kind,  and 
all  the  cattle  after  their  kind,  and  every  creep¬ 
ing  thing  that  creepeth  upon  the  earth  after  his 
kind,  and  every  fowl  after  his  kind,  every  bird 
of  every  sort.  And  they  went  in  unto  Noah  into 
the  ark,  two  and  two  of  all  flesh,  wherein  is  the 
breath  of  life. 

And  the  flood  was  forty  days  upon  the  earth  ; 
and  the  waters  increased,  and  bare  up  the  ark, 
and  it  was  lifted  up  above  the  earth ;  and  the 
ark  went  upon  the  face  of  the  waters.  And  the 
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waters  prevailed  exceedingly  upon  the  earth ; 
and  all  the  high  hills,  that  were  under  the  whole 
heaven,  were  covered.  And  all  flesh  died  that 
moved  upon  the  earth,  both  of  fowl,  and  of 
cattle,  and  of  beast,  and  of  every  creeping  thing 
that  creepeth  upon  the  earth,  and  every  man : 
all  in  whose  nostrils  was  the  breath  of  life,  of 
all  that  was  in  the  dry  land,  died :  and  Noah 
only  remained  alive,  and  they  that  were  with 
him  in  the  ark.  And  the  waters  prevailed  upon 
the  earth  an  hundred  and  flfty  days. 

And  God  remembered  Noah,  and  every  living 
thing,  and  all  the  cattle  that  was  with  him  in 
the  ark :  and  God  made  a  wind  to  pass  over  the 
earth,  and  the  waters  assuaged ;  the  fountains 
also  of  the  deep  and  the  windows  of  heaven 
were  stopped,  and  the  rain  from  heaven  was 
restrained;  and  the  waters  returned  from  off 
the  earth  continually :  and  after  the  end  of  the 
hundred  and  fifty  days  the  waters  were  abated. 
And  the  ark  rested  upon  the  mountains  of 
Ararat.  And  the  waters  decreased  continually 
until  the  tenth  month :  in  the  tenth  month,  on 
the  first  day  of  the  month,  were  the  tops  of  the 
mountains  seen. 
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And  it  came  to  pass  at  the  end  of  forty  days 
that  Noah  opened  the  window  of  the  ark  which 
he  had  made  :  and  he  sent  forth  a  raven,  which 
went  forth  to  and  fro,  until  the  waters  were 
dried  up  from  off  the  earth.  Also  he  sent  forth 
a  dove  from  him,  to  see  if  the  waters  were 
abated  from  off  the  face  of  the  ground;  but 
the  dove  found  no  rest  for  the  sole  of  her  foot, 
and  she  returned  unto  him  into  the  ark,  for  the 
waters  were  on  the  face  of  the  whole  earth : 
then  he  put  forth  his  hand,  and  took  her,  and 
pulled  her  in  unto  him  into  the  ark.  And  he 
stayed  yet  other  seven  days ;  and  again  he  sent 
forth  the  dove  out  of  the  ark;  and  the  dove 
came  in  to  him  in  the  evening,  and,  lo,  in  her 
mouth  was  an  olive  leaf  plucked  off :  so  Noah 
knew  that  the  waters  were  abated  from  off  the 
earth.  And  he  stayed  yet  other  seven  days,  and 
sent  forth  the  dove ;  which  returned  not  again 
unto  him  any  more.  And  the  waters  were  dried 
up  from  off  the  earth :  and  Noah  removed  the 
covering  of  the  ark,  and  looked,  and,  behold, 
the  face  of  the  ground  was  dry. 

And  God  spake  unto  Noah,  saying.  Go  forth 
of  the  ark,  thou,  and  thy  wife,  and  thy  sons,  and 
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thy  sons’  wives  with  thee.  Bring  forth  with  thee 
every  living  thing  that  is  with  thee,  of  all  flesh, 
both  of  fowl,  and  of  cattle,  and  of  every  creeping 
thing  that  creepeth  upon  the  earth ;  that  they 
may  breed  abundantly  in  the  earth,  and  be 
fruitful,  and  multiply  upon  the  earth.  And 
Noah  went  forth,  and  his  sons,  and  his  wife,  and 
his  sons’  wives  with  him :  every  beast,  every 
creeping  thing,  and  every  fowl,  and  whatsoever 
creepeth  upon  the  earth,  after  their  kinds,  went 
forth  out  of  the  ark.  And  Noah  builded  an 
altar  unto  the  Lord,  and  offered  burnt  offerings 
on  the  altar.  And  the  Lord  smelled  a  sweet 
savour;  and  the  Lord  said  in  his  heart,  I  will 
not  again  curse  the  ground  any  more  for  man’s 
sake ;  for  the  imagination  of  man’s  heart  is  evil 
from  his  youth ;  neither  will  I  again  smite  any 
more  every  thing  living,  as  I  have  done.  While 
the  earth  remaineth,  seed-time  and  harvest,  and 
cold  and  heat,  and  summer  and  winter,  and  day 
and  night  shall  not  cease.

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ABRAHAM:  THE  CALL 

N^OW  the  Lord  had  said  unto  Abraham,  Get 
thee  out  of  thy  country,  and  from  thy  kin¬ 
dred,  and  from  thy  father’s  house,  unto  a  land 
that  I  will  shew  thee :  and  I  will  make  of 
thee  a  great  nation,  and  I  will  bless  thee,  and 
make  thy  name  great;  and  thou  shalt  be  a 
blessing :  and  in  thee  shall  all  families  of  the 
earth  be  blessed.  So  Abraham  departed,  as  the 
Lord  had  spoken  unto  him  ;  and  Lot  went  with 
him.  And  Abraham  took  Sarah  his  wife,  and 
Lot  his  brother’s  son,  and  all  their  substance 
that  they  had  gathered,  and  the  souls  that  they 
had  gotten  in  Haran ;  and  they  went  forth  to  go 
into  the  land  of  Canaan;  and  into  the  land  of 
Canaan  they  came.  genesis  xii.

ABRAHAM:  THE  CHOICE 

And  Abraham  was  very  rich  in  cattle,  in 
silver,  and  in  gold.  And  Lot  also,  which  went 
with  Abraham,  had  flocks,  and  herds,  and  tents. 
And  the  land  was  not  able  to  bear  them,  that 
they  might  dwell  together :  for  their  substance 
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was  great,  so  that  they  could  not  dwell  together. 
And  there  was  a  strife  between  the  herdmen  of 
Abraham’s  cattle  and  the  herdmen  of  Lot’s 
cattle. 

And  Abraham  said  unto  Lot,  Let  there  be  no 
strife,  I  pray  thee,  between  me  and  thee,  and 
between  my  herdmen  and  thy  herdmen ;  for  we 
be  brethren.  Is  not  the  whole  land  before  thee  ? 
Separate  thyself,  I  pray  thee,  from  me :  if  thou 
wilt  take  the  left  hand,  then  I  will  go  to  the 
right ;  or  if  thou  depart  to  the  right  hand,  then 
I  will  go  to  the  left.  And  Lot  lifted  up  his  eyes, 
and  beheld  all  the  plain  of  Jordan,  that  it  was 
well  watered  everywhere,  even  as  the  garden 
of  the  Lord.  Then  Lot  chose  him  all  the  plain 
of  Jordan;  and  Lot  journeyed  east:  and  they 
separated  themselves  the  one  from  the  other. 
Abraham  dwelled  in  the  land  of  Canaan,  and 
Lot  dwelled  in  the  cities  of  the  plain. 

And  the  Lord  said  unto  Abraham,  after  that 
Lot  was  separated  from  him.  Lift  up  now  thine 
eyes,  and  look  from  the  place  where  thou  art 
northward,  and  southward,  and  eastward,  and 
westward :  for  all  the  land  which  thou  seest,  to 
thee  will  I  give  it,  and  to  thy  seed  for  ever.  And 
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I  will  make  thy  seed  as  the  dust  of  the  earth :  so 
that  if  a  man  can  number  the  dust  of  the  earth, 
then  shall  thy  seed  also  be  numbered.  Arise, 
walk  through  the  land  in  the  length  of  it  and  in 
the  breadth  of  it ;  for  I  will  give  it  unto  thee. 
Then  Abraham  removed  his  tent,  and  came  and 
dwelt  in  the  plain  of  Mamre,  which  is  in  He¬ 
bron,  and  built  there  an  altar  unto  the  Lord.

And  the  Lord  appeared  unto  him  in  the  plains 
of  Mamre :  and  he  sat  in  the  tent  door  in  the 
heat  of  the  day ;  and  he  lifted  up  his  eyes  and 
looked,  and,  lo,  three  men  stood  by  him :  and 
when  he  saw  them,  he  ran  to  meet  them  from 
the  tent  door,  and  bowed  himself  toward  the 
ground,  and  said.  My  Lord,  if  now  I  have  found 
favour  in  thy  sight,  pass  not  away,  I  pray  thee, 
from  thy  servant :  let  a  little  water,  I  pray  you, 
be  fetched,  and  wash  your  feet,  and  rest  your¬ 
selves  under  the  tree :  and  I  will  fetch  a  morsel 
of  bread,  and  comfort  ye  your  hearts  ;  after  that 
ye  shall  pass  on :  for  therefore  are  ye  come  to 
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your  servant.  And  they  said,  So  do,  as  thou 
hast  said. 

And  Abraham  hastened  into  the  tent  unto 
Sarah,  and  said.  Make  ready  quickly  three 
measures  of  fine  meal,  knead  it,  and  make  cakes 
upon  the  hearth.  And  Abraham  ran  unto  the 
herd,  and  fetched  a  calf  tender  and  good,  and 
gave  it  unto  a  young  man ;  and  he  hasted  to  dress 
it.  And  he  took  butter,  and  milk,  and  the  calf 
vv^hich  he  had  dressed,  and  set  it  before  them ; 
and  he  stood  by  them  under  the  tree,  and  they 
did  eat.  And  they  said  unto  him.  Where  is 
Sarah  thy  wife?  And  he  said.  Behold,  in  the 
tent.  And  he  said,  I  will  certainly  return  unto 
thee  according  to  the  time  of  life ;  and,  lo, 
Sarah  thy  wife  shall  have  a  son. 

GENESIS  Xviii.  I-IO 


ISAAC  AND  REBEKAH 

Abraham  was  old,  and  well  stricken  in 
age:  and  the  Lord  had  blessed  Abraham  in 
all  things.  And  Abraham  said  unto  his  eldest 
servant  of  his  house,  that  ruled  over  all  that  he 
had.  Put,  I  pray  thee,  thy  hand  under  my  thigh : 
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and  I  will  make  thee  swear  by  the  Lord,  the 
God  of  heaven  and  the  God  of  the  earth,  that 
thou  shalt  not  take  a  wife  unto  my  son  of  the 
daughters  of  the  Canaanites,  among  whom  I 
dwell :  but  thou  shalt  go  unto  my  country,  and 
to  my  kindred,  and  take  a  wife  unto  my  son 
Isaac. 

And  the  servant  took  ten  camels  of  the 
camels  of  his  master,  and  departed ;  for  all  the 
goods  of  his  master  were  in  his  hand :  and  he 
arose,  and  went  to  Mesopotamia,  unto  the  city 
of  Nahor.  And  he  made  his  camels  to  kneel 
down  without  the  city  by  a  well  of  water  at  the 
time  of  the  evening,  even  the  time  that  women 
go  out  to  draw  water.  And  he  said,  O  Lord 
God  of  my  master  Abraham,  I  pray  thee,  send 
me  good  speed  this  day,  and  shew  kindness  unto 
my  master  Abraham.  Behold,  I  stand  here  by 
the  well  of  water ;  and  the  daughters  of  the  men 
of  the  city  come  out  to  draw  water :  and  let  it 
come  to  pass  that  the  damsel  to  whom  I  shall 
say.  Let  down  thy  pitcher,  I  pray  thee,  that  I 
may  drink ;  and  she  shall  say.  Drink,  and  I  will 
give  thy  camels  drink  also :  let  the  same  be  she 
that  thou  hast  appointed  for  thy  servant  Isaac ; 
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and  thereby  shall  I  know  that  thou  hast  shewed 
kindness  unto  my  master. 

And  it  came  to  pass,  before  he  had  done 
speaking,  that,  behold,  Rebekah  came  out,  who 
was  born  to  Bethuel,  son  of  Milcah,  the  wife  of 
Nahor,  Abraham’s  brother,  with  her  pitcher 
upon  her  shoulder.  And  the  damsel  was  very 
fair  to  look  upon.  And  she  went  down  to  the 
well,  and  filled  her  pitcher,  and  came  up.  And 
the  servant  ran  to  meet  her,  and  said.  Let  me, 

I  pray  thee,  drink  a  little  water  of  thy  pitcher. 
And  she  said.  Drink,  my  lord :  and  she  hasted, 
and  let  down  her  pitcher  upon  her  hand,  and  gave 
him  drink.  And  when  she  had  done  giving  him 
drink,  she  said,  I  will  draw  water  for  thy  camels 
also,  until  they  have  done  drinking.  And  she 
hasted,  and  emptied  her  pitcher  into  the  trough, 
and  ran  again  unto  the  well  to  draw  water,  and 
drew  for  all  his  camels.  And  the  man,  wondering 
at  her,  held  his  peace,  to  wit  whether  the  Lord 
had  made  his  journey  prosperous  or  not.  And  it 
came  to  pass,  as  the  camels  had  done  drinking, 
that  the  man  took  a  golden  ear-ring  of  half  a 
shekel  weight,  and  two  bracelets  for  her  hands 
of  ten  shekels  weight  of  gold,  and  said.  Whose 
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daughter  art  thou?  Tell  me,  I  pray  thee  :  is  there 
room  in  thy  father’s  house  for  us  to  lodge  in? 
And  she  said  unto  him,  I  am  the  daughter  of 
Bethuel  the  son  of  Milcah,  which  she  bare  unto 
Nahor.  She  said  moreover  unto  him.  We  have 
both  straw  and  provender  enough,  and  room 
to  lodge  in.  And  the  man  bowed  down  his 
head,  and  worshipped  the  Lord.  And  he  said. 
Blessed  be  the  Lord  God  of  my  master  Abra¬ 
ham,  who  hath  not  left  destitute  my  master 
of  his  mercy  and  his  truth:  I  being  in  the  way, 
the  Lord  led  me  to  the  house  of  my  master’s 
brethren.  And  the  damsel  ran,  and  told  them 
of  her  mother’s  house  these  things. 

And  Rebekah  had  a  brother,  and  his  name 
was  Laban :  and  Laban  ran  out  unto  the  man, 
unto  the  well.  And  it  came  to  pass,  when  he 
saw  the  ear-ring  and  bracelets  upon  his  sister’s 
hands,  and  when  he  heard  the  words  of  Rebekah 
his  sister,  saying.  Thus  spake  the  man  unto  me  ; 
that  he  came  unto  the  man;  and,  behold,  he 
stood  by  the  camels  at  the  well.  And  he  said. 
Come  in,  thou  blessed  of  the  Lord ;  wherefore 
standest  thou  without  ?  for  I  have  prepared  the 
house,  and  room  for  the  camels. 
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And  the  man  came  into  the  house :  and  he 
ungirded  his  camels,  and  gave  straw  and  pro- 
vender  for  the  camels,  and  water  to  wash  his 
feet  and  the  men’s  feet  that  were  with  him. 
And  there  was  set  meat  before  him  to  eat :  but 
he  said,  I  will  not  eat  until  I  have  told  mine 
errand.  And  he  said.  Speak  on. 

And  he  said,  I  am  Abraham’s  servant.  And  the 
Lord  hath  blessed  my  master  greatly,  and  he  is 
become  great :  and  he  hath  given  him  flocks,  and 
herds,  and  silver,  and  gold,  and  men-servants,  and 
maid-servants,  and  camels,  and  asses.  And  Sarah 
my  master’s  wife  bare  a  son  to  my  master  when 
she  was  old  :  and  unto  him  hath  he  given  all  that 
he  hath.  And  my  master  made  me  swear,  saying. 
Thou  shalt  not  take  a  wife  to  my  son  of  the 
daughters  of  the  Canaanites,  in  whose  land  I 
dwell :  but  thou  shalt  go  unto  my  father’s  house, 
and  to  my  kindred,  and  take  a  wife  unto  my 
son.  And  I  said  unto  my  master,  Peradventure 
the  woman  will  not  follow  me.  And  he  said 
unto  me.  The  Lord,  before  whom  I  walk,  will 
send  his  angel  with  thee,  and  prosper  thy  way ; 
and  thou  shalt  take  a  wife  for  my  son  of  my 
kindred,  and  of  my  father’s  house.  And  I  came 
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this  day  unto  the  well,  and  said,  O  Lord  God 
of  my  master  Abraham,  if  now  thou  do  prosper 
my  way  which  I  go  :  behold,  I  stand  by  the  well 
of  water ;  and  it  shall  come  to  pass  that  when 
the  maid  cometh  forth  to  draw  water,  and  I  say 
to  her.  Give  me,  I  pray  thee,  a  little  water  of 
thy  pitcher  to  drink;  and  she  say  to  me.  Both 
drink  thou,  and  I  will  also  draw  for  thy  camels  : 
let  the  same  be  the  woman  whom  the  Lord 
hath  appointed  out  for  my  master’s  son.  And 
before  I  had  done  speaking  in  mine  heart,  be¬ 
hold,  Rebekah  came  forth  with  her  pitcher  on 
her  shoulder ;  and  she  went  down  unto  the  well, 
and  drew  water :  and  I  said  unto  her.  Let  me 
drink,  I  pray  thee.  And  she  made  haste,  and 
let  down  her  pitcher  from  her  shoulder,  and 
said.  Drink,  and  I  will  give  thy  camels  drink 
also  :  so  I  drank,  and  she  made  the  camels  drink 
also.  And  I  asked  her,  and  said.  Whose  daugh¬ 
ter  art  thou.^  And  she  said.  The  daughter 
of  Bethuel,  Nahor’s  son,  whom  Milcah  bare 
unto  him  :  and  I  put  the  ear-ring  upon  her  face, 
and  the  bracelets  upon  her  hands.  And  I 
bowed  down  my  head,  and  worshipped  the 
Lord,  and  blessed  the  Lord  God  of  my  master 
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Abraham,  which  had  led  me  in  the  right  way 
to  take  my  master’s  brother’s  daughter  unto  his 
son.  And  now  if  ye  will  deal  kindly  and  truly 
with  my  master,  tell  me :  and  if  not,  tell  me ; 
that  I  may  turn  to  the  right  hand,  or  to  the  left. 

Then  Laban  and  Bethuel  answered  and  said. 
The  thing  proceedeth  from  the  Lord:  we 
cannot  speak  unto  thee  bad  or  good.  Behold, 
Rebekah  is  before  thee,  take  her,  and  go,  and 
let  her  be  thy  master’s  son’s  wife,  as  the 
Lord  hath  spoken.  And  it  came  to  pass  that, 
when  Abraham’s  servant  heard  their  words,  he 
worshipped  the  Lord,  bowing  himself  to  the 
earth.  And  the  servant  brought  forth  jewels  of 
silver,  and  jewels  of  gold,  and  raiment,  and  gave 
them  to  Rebekah :  he  gave  also  to  her  brother 
and  to  her  mother  precious  things.  And  they 
did  eat  and  drink,  he  and  the  men  that  were 
with  him,  and  tarried  all  night ;  and  they  rose 
up  in  the  morning,  and  he  said.  Send  me  away 
unto  my  master.  And  her  brother  and  her 
mother  said.  Let  the  damsel  abide  with  us  a 
few  days,  at  the  least  ten;  after  that  she  shall 
go.  And  he  said  unto  them.  Hinder  me  not, 
seeing  the  Lord  hath  prospered  my  way ;  send 
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me  away  that  I  may  go  to  my  master.  And 
they  said,  We  will  call  the  damsel,  and  inquire 
at  her  mouth.  And  they  called  Rebekah,  and 
said  unto  her.  Wilt  thou  go  with  this  man?  And 
she  said,  I  will  go. 

And  they  sent  away  Rebekah  their  sister,  and 
her  nurse,  and  Abraham’s  servant,  and  his  men. 
And  they  blessed  Rebekah,  and  said  unto  her. 
Thou  art  our  sister;  be  thou  the  mother  of 
thousands  of  millions,  and  let  thy  seed  possess 
the  gate  of  those  which  hate  them.  And  Rebekah 
arose,  and  her  damsels,  and  they  rode  upon  the 
camels,  and  followed  the  man :  and  the  servant 
took  Rebekah,  and  went  his  way. 

And  Isaac  came  from  the  way  of  the  well 
Lahai-roi ;  for  he  dwelt  in  the  south  country. 
And  Isaac  went  out  to  meditate  in  the  field  at 
the  eventide  :  and  he  lifted  up  his  eyes,  and  saw, 
and,  behold,  the  camels  were  coming.  And 
Rebekah  lifted  up  her  eyes,  and  when  she  saw 
Isaac,  she  lighted  off  the  camel.  For  she  had 
said  unto  the  servant.  What  man  is  this  that 
walketh  in  the  field  to  meet  us  ?  And  the  servant 
had  said.  It  is  my  master :  therefore  she  took  a 
veil,  and  covered  herself.  And  Isaac  brought  her 
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into  his  mother  Sarah’s  tent,  and  took  Rebekah, 
and  she  became  his  wife ;  and  he  loved  her :  and 
Isaac  was  comforted  after  his  mother’s  death. 

GENESIS  Xxiv.  1-4,  10-40,  42-65,  67 


JACOB  AND  ESAU 

It  came  to  pass  that  when  Isaac  was  old, 
and  his  eyes  were  dim,  so  that  he  could  not 
see,  he  called  Esau  his  eldest  son,  and  said  unto 
him.  My  son:  and  he  said  unto  him.  Behold, 
here  am  I.  And  he  said.  Behold  now,  I  am  old, 
I  know  not  the  day  of  my  death  :  now  therefore 
take,  I  pray  thee,  thy  weapons,  thy  quiver  and 
thy  bow,  and  go  out  to  the  held,  and  take  me 
some  venison;  and  make  me  savoury  meat, 
such  as  I  love,  and  bring  it  to  me,  that  I  may 
eat ;  that  my  soul  may  bless  thee  before  I  die. 
And  Rebekah  heard  when  Isaac  spake  to  Esau 
his  son.  And  Esau  went  to  the  field  to  hunt  for 
venison,  and  to  bring  it. 

And  Rebekah  spake  unto  Jacob  her  son, 
saying.  Behold,  I  heard  thy ‘father  speak  unto 
Esau  thy  brother,  saying.  Bring  me  venison, 
and  make  me  savoury  meat,  that  I  may  eat,  and 
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bless  thee  before  the  Lord  before  my  death. 
Now  therefore,  my  son,  obey  my  voice  accord¬ 
ing  to  that  which  I  command  thee.  Go  now  to 
the  flock,  and  fetch  me  from  thence  two  good 
kids  of  the  goats ;  and  I  will  make  them  savoury 
meat  for  thy  father,  such  as  he  loveth :  and  thou 
shalt  bring  it  to  thy  father,  that  he  may  eat,  and 
that  he  may  bless  thee  before  his  death.  And 
Jacob  said  to  Rebekah  his  mother.  Behold, 
Esau  my  brother  is  a  hairy  man,  and  I  am  a 
smooth  man :  my  father  peradventure  will  feel 
me,  and  I  shall  seem  to  him  as  a  deceiver ;  and 
I  shall  bring  a  curse  upon  me,  and  not  a  blessing. 
And  his  mother  said  unto  him.  Upon  me  be  thy 
curse,  my  son :  only  obey  my  voice,  and  go 
fetch  me  them.  And  he  went,  and  fetched,  and 
brought  them  to  his  mother :  and  his  mother 
made  savoury  meat,  such  as  his  father  loved. 
And  Rebekah  took  goodly  raiment  of  her  eldest 
son  Esau,  which  were  with  her  in  the  house, 
and  put  them  upon  Jacob  her  younger  son  :  and 
she  put  the  skins  of  the  kids  of  the  goats  upon  his 
hands,  and  upon  the  smooth  of  his  neck :  and  she 
gave  the  savoury  meat  and  the  bread,  which  she 
had  prepared,  into  the  hand  of  her  son  Jacob. 
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And  he  came  unto  his  father,  and  said,  My 
father :  and  he  said.  Here  am  I ;  who  art  thou, 
my  son?  And  Jacob  said  unto  his  father,  I  am 
Esau  thy  first-born;  I  have  done  according  as 
thou  badest  me :  arise,  I  pray  thee,  sit  and  eat 
of  my  venison,  that  thy  soul  may  bless  me.  And 
Isaac  said  unto  his  son.  How  is  it  that  thou 
hast  found  it  so  quickly,  my  son  ?  And  he  said. 
Because  the  Lord  thy  God  brought  it  to  me. 
And  Isaac  said  unto  Jacob,  Come  near,  I  pray 
thee,  that  I  may  feel  thee,  my  son,  whether 
thou  be  my  very  son  Esau  or  not.  And  Jacob 
went  near  unto  Isaac  his  father ;  and  he  felt  him, 
and  said.  The  voice  is  Jacob’s  voice,  but  the 
hands  are  the  hands  of  Esau.  And  he  discerned 
him  not,  because  his  hands  were  hairy,  as  his 
brother  Esau’s  hands :  so  he  blessed  him.  And 
he  said.  Art  thou  my  very  son  Esau?  And  he 
said,  I  am.  And  he  said.  Bring  it  near  to  me, 
and  I  will  eat  of  my  son’s  venison,  that  my  soul 
may  bless  thee.  And  he  brought  it  near  to  him, 
and  he  did  eat ;  and  he  brought  him  wine,  and 
he  drank.  And  his  father  Isaac  said  unto  him. 
Come  near  now,  and  kiss  me,  my  son.  And  he 
came  near,  and  kissed  him :  and  he  smelled  the 
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smell  of  his  raiment,  and  blessed  him,  and 
said. 

See,  the  smell  of  my  son 
Is  as  the  smell  of  a  field  which  the  Lord  hath 
blessed : 

Therefore  God  give  thee  of  the  dew  of  heaven. 
And  the  fatness  of  the  earth. 

And  plenty  of  corn  and  wine  : 

Let  people  serve  thee. 

And  nations  bow  down  to  thee  : 

Be  lord  over  thy  brethren. 

And  let  thy  mother’s  sons  bow  down  to  thee  : 
Cursed  be  every  one  that  curseth  thee. 

And  blessed  be  he  that  blesseth  thee. 

And  it  came  to  pass,  as  soon  as  Isaac  had 
made  an  end  of  blessing  Jacob,  and  Jacob  was 
yet  scarce  gone  out  from  the  presence  of  Isaac 
his  father,  that  Esau  his  brother  came  in  from 
his  hunting.  And  he  also  had  made  savoury 
meat,  and  brought  it  unto  his  father,  and  said 
unto  his  father.  Let  my  father  arise,  and  eat  of 
his  son’s  venison,  that  thy  soul  may  bless  me. 
And  Isaac  his  father  said  unto  him.  Who  art 
thou  And  he  said,  I  am  thy  son,  thy  first-born 
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Esau.  And  Isaac  trembled  very  exceedingly, 
and  said,  Who.^  Where  is  he  that  hath  taken 
venison,  and  brought  it  me,  and  I  have  eaten 
of  all  before  thou  earnest,  and  have  blessed  him  ? 
yea,  and  he  shall  be  blessed.  And  when  Esau 
heard  the  words  of  his  father,  he  cried  with  a 
great  and  exceeding  bitter  cry,  and  said  unto 
his  father.  Bless  me,  even  me  also,  O  my  father. 
And  he  said.  Thy  brother  came  with  subtlety, 
and  hath  taken  away  thy  blessing.  And  he  said. 
Is  not  he  rightly  named  Jacob  for  he  hath 
supplanted  me  these  two  times :  he  took  away 
my  birthright ;  and,  behold,  now  he  hath  taken 
away  my  blessing.  And  he  said.  Hast  thou  not 
reserved  a  blessing  for  me.f^  And  Isaac  an¬ 
swered  and  said  unto  Esau,  Behold,  I  have 
made  him  thy  lord,  and  all  his  brethren  have  I 
given  to  him  for  servants ;  and  with  corn  and 
wine  have  I  sustained  him :  and  what  shall  I  do 
now  unto  thee,  my  son.f^  And  Esau  said  unto 
his  father.  Hast  thou  but  one  blessing,  my 
father  Bless  me,  even  me  also,  O  my  father. 
And  Esau  lifted  up  his  voice  and  wept.  And 
Isaac  his  father  answered  and  said  unto 
him.

I\ND  Jacob  went  out  from  Beer-sheba,  and 
went  toward  Haran.

And  Jacob  dwelt  in  the  land  wherein  his 
father  was  a  stranger,  in  the  land  of  Canaan. 
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Joseph,  being  seventeen  years  old,  was  feeding 
the  flock  with  his  brethren  ;  and  Joseph  brought 
unto  his  father  their  evil  report.  Now  Israel 
loved  Joseph  more  than  all  his  children,  because 
he  was  the  son  of  his  old  age  :  and  he  made  him 
a  coat  of  many  colours.

And  he  told  it  to  his  father,  and  to  his  brethren  : 
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and  his  father  rebuked  him,  and  said  unto  him, 
What  is  this  dream  that  thou  hast  dreamed? 
Shall  I  and  thy  mother  and  thy  brethren  indeed 
come  to  bow  down  ourselves  to  thee  to  the 
earth?  And  his  brethren  envied  him;  but  his 

father  observed  the  saying. 

And  his  brethren  went  to  feed  their  father’s 
flock  in  Shechem.  And  Israel  said  unto  Joseph, 
Do  not  thy  brethren  feed  the  flock  in  Shechem  ? 
come,  and  I  will  send  thee  unto  them.  And  he 
said  to  him.  Here  am  I.  And  he  said  to  him. 
Go,  I  pray  thee,  see  whether  it  be  well  with  thy 
brethren,  and  well  with  the  flocks ;  and  bring 
me  word  again.  So  he  sent  him  out  of  the  vale 
of  Hebron,  and  he  came  to  Shechem.  And  a 
certain  man  found  him,  and,  behold,  he  was 
wandering  in  the  field  :  and  the  man  asked  him, 
saying.  What  seekest  thou  ?  And  he  said,  I  seek 
my  brethren :  tell  me,  I  pray  thee,  where  they 
feed  their  flocks.  And  the  man  said.  They  are 
departed  hence ;  for  I  heard  them  say.  Let  us 
go  to  Dothan.  And  Joseph  went  after  his 
brethren,  and  found  them  in  Dothan.  And 
when  they  saw  him  afar  off,  even  before  he 
came  near  unto  them,  they  conspired  against 
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him  to  slay  him.  And  they  said  one  to  another, 
Behold,  this  dreamer  cometh.  Come  now  there¬ 
fore,  and  let  us  slay  him,  and  cast  him  into 
some  pit,  and  we  will  say.  Some  evil  beast  hath 
devoured  him :  and  we  shall  see  what  will  be¬ 
come  of  his  dreams.  And  Reuben  heard  it,  and 
he  delivered  him  out  of  their  hands ;  and  said. 
Let  us  not  kill  him.  And  Reuben  said  unto 
them.  Shed  no  blood,  but  cast  him  into  this  pit 
that  is  in  the  wilderness,  and  lay  no  hand  upon 
him ;  that  he  might  rid  him  out  of  their  hands, 
to  deliver  him  to  his  father  again. 

And  it  came  to  pass,  when  Joseph  was  come 
unto  his  brethren,  that  they  stripped  Joseph  out 
of  his  coat,  his  coat  of  many  colours  that  was  on 
him ;  and  they  took  him,  and  cast  him  into  a 
pit :  and  the  pit  was  empty,  there  was  no  water 
in  it.  And  they  sat  down  to  eat  bread  :  and  they 
lifted  up  their  eyes  and  looked,  and,  behold,  a 
company  of  Ishmeelites  came  from  Gilead  with 
their  camels  bearing  spicery  and  balm  and 
myrrh,  going  to  carry  it  down  to  Egypt.  And 
Judah  said  unto  his  brethren.  What  profit  is  it 
if  we  slay  our  brother,  and  conceal  his  blood 
Come,  and  let  us  sell  him  to  the  Ishmeelites, 
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and  let  not  our  hand  be  upon  him ;  for  he  is  our 
brother  and  our  flesh.  And  his  brethren  were 
content.  And  they  drew  and  lifted  up  Joseph 
out  of  the  pit,  and  so  IdJ  oseph  to  the  Ishmeelites 
for  twenty  pieces  of  silver :  and  they  brought 
Joseph  into  Egypt. 

And  Reuben  returned  unto  the  pit ;  and,  be¬ 
hold,  J  oseph  was  not  in  the  pit ;  and  he  rent  his 
clothes.  And  he  returned  unto  his  brethren, 
and  said.  The  child  is  not ;  and  I,  whither  shall 
I  go.?  And  they  took  Joseph’s  coat,  and  killed 
a  kid  of  the  goats,  and  dipped  the  coat  in  the 
blood ;  and  they  sent  the  coat  of  many  colours, 
and  they  brought  it  to  their  father;  and  said. 
This  have  we  found :  know  now  whether  it  be 
thy  son’s  coat  or  no.  And  he  knew  it,  and  said. 
It  is  my  son’s  coat ;  an  evil  beast  hath  devoured 
him ;  Joseph  is  without  doubt  rent  in  pieces. 
And  Jacob  rent  his  clothes,  and  put  sack-cloth 
upon  his  loins,  and  mourned  for  his  son  many 
days.  And  all  his  sons  and  all  his  daughters  rose 
up  to  comfort  him ;  but  he  refused  to  be  com¬ 
forted  ;  and  he  said.  For  I  will  go  down  into  the 
grave  unto  my  son  mourning.  Thus  his  father 
wept  for  him.

MOSES  IN  THE  BULRUSHES 

The  children  of  Israel  were  fruitful,  and  in¬ 
creased  abundantly,  and  multiplied,  and  waxed 
exceeding  mighty  ;  and  the  land  was  filled  with 
them. 

Now  there  arose  up  a  new  king  over  Egypt, 
which  knew  not  Joseph.  And  he  said  unto  his 
people.  Behold,  the  people  of  the  children  of 
Israel  are  more  and  mightier  than  we :  come 
on,  let  us  deal  wisely  with  them ;  lest  they 
multiply,  and  it  come  to  pass  that,  when  there 
falleth  out  any  war,  they  join  also  unto  our 
enemies,  and  fight  against  us,  and  so  get  them 
up  out  of  the  land.  Therefore  they  did  set  over 
them  task-masters  to  afflict  them  with  their 
burdens.  And  they  built  for  Pharaoh  treasure 
cities,  Pithom  and  Raamses.  But  the  more  they 
afflicted  them,  the  more  they  multiplied  and 
grew.  And  they  were  grieved  because  of  the 
children  of  Israel.  And  Pharaoh  charged  all 
his  people,  saying.  Every  son  of  the  Hebrews 
that  is  born  ye  shall  cast  into  the  river,  and 
every  daughter  ye  shall  save  alive. 

And  there  went  a  man  of  the  house  of  Levi, 
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and  took  to  wife  a  daughter  of  Levi.  And  the 
woman  bare  a  son  :  and  when  she  saw  him  that 
he  was  a  goodly  child,  she  hid  him  three  months. 
And  when  she  could  not  longer  hide  him,  she 
took  for  him  an  ark  of  bulrushes,  and  daubed  it 
with  slime  and  with  pitch,  and  put  the  child 
therein ;  and  she  laid  it  in  the  flags  by  the  river’s 
brink.  And  his  sister  stood  afar  off,  to  wit  what 
would  be  done  to  him. 

And  the  daughter  of  Pharaoh  came  dowm  to 
wash  herself  at  the  river;  and  her  maidens 
walked  along  by  the  river’s  side ;  and  when  she 
saw  the  ark  among  the  flags,  she  sent  her  maid 
to  fetch  it.  And  when  she  had  opened  it,  she  saw 
the  child :  and,  behold,  the  babe  wept.  And  she 
had  compassion  on  him,  and  said.  This  is  one  of 
the  Hebrews’  children.  Then  said  his  sister  to 
Pharaoh’s  daughter.  Shall  I  go  and  call  to  thee 
a  nurse  of  the  Hebrew  women,  that  she  may 
nurse  the  child  for  thee  ?  And  Pharaoh’s  daughter 
said  to  her.  Go.  And  the  maid  went  and  called 
the  child’s  mother.  And  Pharaoh’s  daughter  said 
unto  her.  Take  this  child  away,  and  nurse  it  for 
me,  and  I  will  give  thee  thy  wages.  And  the 
woman  took  the  child,  and  nursed  it.  And  the 
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child  grew,  and  she  brought  him  unto  Pharaoh’s 
daughter,  and  he  became  her  son.  And  she  called 
his  name  Moses :  and  she  said.  Because  I  drew 
him  out  of  the  water.  exodus  i.  7-12,  22;  ii.  i-io 

MOSES  AND  THE  BURNING  BUSH 

And  it  came  to  pass  in  those  days,  when 
Moses  was  grown,  that  he  went  out  unto  his 
brethren,  and  looked  on  their  burdens :  and  he 
spied  an  Egyptian  smiting  an  Hebrew,  one  of 
his  brethren.  And  he  looked  this  wav  and  that

way,  and  when  he  saw  that  there  was  no  man, 
he  slew  the  Egyptian,  and  hid  him  in  the  sand. 
And  when  he  went  out  the  second  day,  behold, 
two  men  of  the  Hebrews  strove  together :  and  he 
said  to  him  that  did  the  wrong.  Wherefore 
smitest  thou  thy  fellow.^  And  he  said.  Who 
made  thee  a  prince  and  a  judge  over  us.?  In- 
tendest  thou  to  kill  me,  as  thou  killedst  the 
Egyptian.?  And  Moses  feared,  and  said.  Surely 
this  thing  is  known. 

Now  when  Pharaoh  heard  this  thing,  he  sought 
to  slay  Moses.  But  Moses  fled  from  the  face  of 
Pharaoh,  and  dwelt  in  the  land  of  Midian. 
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Now  Moses  kept  the  flock  of  Jethro  his 
father-in-law,  the  priest  of  Midian:  and  he  led 
the  flock  beyond  the  desert,  and  came  to  the 
mountain  of  God,  even  to  Horeb.  And  the  angel 
of  the  Lord  appeared  unto  him  in  a  flame  of 
fire  out  of  the  midst  of  a  bush :  and  he  looked, 
and,  behold,  the  bush  burned  with  fire,  and  the 
bush  was  not  consumed.  And  Moses  said,  I  will 
now  turn  aside,  and  see  this  great  sight,  why 
the  bush  is  not  burnt.  And  when  the  Lord  saw 
that  he  turned  aside  to  see,  God  called  unto 
him  out  of  the  midst  of  the  bush,  and  said, 
Moses,  Moses.  And  he  said.  Here  am  1.  And 
he  said.  Draw  not  nigh  hither  :  put  off  thy  shoes 
from  off  thy  feet,  for  the  place  whereon  thou 
standest  is  holy  ground.  Moreover  he  said,  I 
am  the  God  of  thy  father,  the  God  of  Abraham, 
the  God  of  Isaac,  and  the  God  of  Jacob.  And 
Moses  hid  his  face ;  for  he  was  afraid  to  look 
upon  God.  And  the  Lord  said,  I  have  surely 
seen  the  affliction  of  my  people  which  are  in 
Egypt,  and  have  heard  their  cry  by  reason  of 
their  task-masters  ;  fori  know  their  sorrows  ;  and 
I  am  come  down  to  deliver  them  out  of  the  hand 
of  the  Egyptians,  and  to  bring  them  up  out  of 
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that  land  unto  a  good  land  and  a  large,  unto  a 
land  flowing  with  milk  and  honey.  Come  now 
therefore,  and  I  will  send  thee  unto  Pharaoh, 
that  thou  mayest  bring  forth  my  people  the 
children  of  Israel  out  of  Egypt.

THE  PROMISED  LAND 

IhESE  be  the  words  which  Moses  spake  unto 
all  Israel  beyond  Jordan  in  the  wilderness : 

Therefore  shall  ye  keep  all  the  command¬ 
ments  which  I  command  you  this  day,  that  ye 
may  be  strong,  and  go  in  and  possess  the  land, 
whither  ye  go  to  possess  it ;  and  that  ye  may 
prolong  your  days  in  the  land,  which  the  Lord 
sware  unto  your  fathers  to  give  unto  them  and 
to  their  seed,  a  land  that  floweth  with  milk  and 
honey.  For  the  land,  whither  thou  goest  in  to 
possess  it,  is  not  as  the  land  of  Egypt,  from 
whence  ye  came  out,  where  thou  sowedst  thy 
seed,  and  wateredst  it  with  thy  foot,  as  a  garden 
of  herbs :  but  the  land,  whither  ye  go  to  possess 
it,  is  a  land  of  hills  and  valleys,  and  drinketh 
water  of  the  rain  of  heaven :  a  land  which  the 
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Lord  thy  God  careth  for :  the  eyes  of  the  Lord 
thy  God  are  always  upon  it,  from  the  beginning 
of  the  year  even  unto  the  end  of  the  year.

There  is  none  like  unto  the  God  of  Jeshurun, 
Who  rideth  upon  the  heaven  in  thy  help,

The  child  Samuel  ministered  unto  the  Lord 
before  Eli.  And  the  word  of  the  Lord  was 
precious  in  those  days ;  there  was  no  open 
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vision.  And  it  came  to  pass  at  that  time,  when 
Eli  was  laid  down  in  his  place,  and  his  eyes 
began  to  wax  dim,  that  he  could  not  see ;  and 
ere  the  lamp  of  God  went  out  in  the  temple 
of  the  Lord,  where  the  ark  of  God  was,  and 
Samuel  was  laid  down  to  sleep ;  that  the  Lord 
called  Samuel :  and  he  answered.  Here  am  1. 
And  he  ran  unto  Eli,  and  said.  Here  am  I ;  for 
thou  calledst  me.  And  he  said,  I  called  not ; 
lie  down  again.  And  he  went  and  lay  down. 
And  the  Lord  called  yet  again,  Samuel.  And 
Samuel  arose  and  went  to  Eli,  and  said.  Here 
am  I ;  for  thou  didst  call  me.  And  he  answered, 
I  called  not,  my  son;  lie  down  again.  Now 
Samuel  did  not  yet  know  the  Lord,  neither 
was  the  word  of  the  Lord  yet  revealed  unto 
him.  And  the  Lord  called  Samuel  again  the 
third  time.  And  he  arose  and  went  to  Eli,  and 
said.  Here  am  I ;  for  thou  didst  call  me.  And 
Eli  perceived  that  the  Lord  had  called  the 
child.  Therefore  Eli  said  unto  Samuel,  Go,  lie 
down :  and  it  shall  be,  if  he  call  thee,  that  thou 
shalt  say.  Speak,  Lord;  for  thy  servant  hear- 
eth.  So  Samuel  went  and  lay  down  in  his  place. 
And  the  Lord  came,  and  stood,  and  called  as 
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at  other  times,  Samuel,  Samuel.  Then  Samuel 
answered.  Speak ;  for  thy  servant  heareth. 

And  Samuel  grew,  and  the  Lord  was  with 
him,  and  did  let  none  of  his  words  fall  to  the 
ground.  And  all  Israel  from  Dan  even  to  Beer- 
sheba  knew  that  Samuel  was  established  to 
be  a  prophet  of  the  Lord.

And  the  Lord  said  unto  Samuel,  How  long 
wilt  thou  mourn  for  Saul,  seeing  I  have  rejected 
him  from  reigning  over  Israel.?^  Fill  thine  horn 
with  oil,  and  go,  I  will  send  thee  to  Jesse  the 
Bethlehemite :  for  I  have  provided  me  a  king 
among  his  sons.  And  Samuel  did  that  which  the 
Lord  spake,  and  came  to  Bethlehem.  And  the 
elders  of  the  town  trembled  at  his  coming,  and 
said,  Comest  thou  peaceably  And  he  said. 
Peaceably :  I  am  come  to  sacrifice  unto  the 
Lord  :  sanctify  yourselves,  and  come  with  me  to 
the  sacrifice.  And  he  sanctified  Jesse  and  his 
sons,  and  called  them  to  the  sacrifice. 

And  it  came  to  pass,  when  they  were 
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come,  that  he  looked  on  Eliab,  and  said, 
Surely  the  Lord’s  anointed  is  before  him.  But 
the  Lord  said  unto  Samuel,  Look  not  on  his 
countenance,  or  on  the  height  of  his  stature ; 
because  I  have  refused  him  :  for  the  Lord  seeth 
not  as  man  seeth;  for  man  looketh  on  the 
outward  appearance,  but  the  Lord  looketh  on 
the  heart.  Then  jesse  called  Abinadab,  and 
made  him  pass  before  Samuel.  And  he  said. 
Neither  hath  the  Lord  chosen  this.  Then  Jesse 
made  Shammah  to  pass  by.  And  he  said. 
Neither  hath  the  Lord  chosen  this.  Again, 
Jesse  made  seven  of  his  sons  to  pass  before 
Samuel.  And  Samuel  said  unto  Jesse,  The 
Lord  hath  not  chosen  these.  And  Samuel  said 
unto  Jesse,  Are  here  all  thy  children.?  And 
he  said.  There  remaineth  yet  the  youngest, 
and,  behold,  he  keepeth  the  sheep.  And  Samuel 
said  unto  Jesse,  Send  and  fetch  him  :  for  we  will 
not  sit  down  till  he  come  hither.  And  he  sent, 
and  brought  him  in.  Now  he  was  ruddy,  and 
withal  of  a  beautiful  countenance,  and  goodly 
to  look  to.  And  the  Lord  said.  Arise,  anoint 
him  :  for  this  is  he.  Then  Samuel  took  the  horn 
of  oil  and  anointed  him  in  the  midst  of  his 
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brethren ;  and  the  Spirit  of  the  Lord  came 
upon  David  from  that  day  forward.

But  the  Spirit  of  the  Lord  departed  from 
Saul,  and  an  evil  spirit  troubled  him.  And  Saul’s 
servants  said  unto  him,  Behold  now,  an  evil 
spirit  troubleth  thee.  Let  our  lord  now  command 
thy  servants,  which  are  before  thee,  to  seek  out 
a  man  who  is  a  cunning  player  on  an  harp  :  and 
it  shall  come  to  pass,  when  the  evil  spirit  is 
upon  thee,  that  he  shall  play  with  his  hand,  and 
thou  shalt  be  well.  And  Saul  said  unto  his 
servants.  Provide  me  now  a  man  that  can  play 
well,  and  bring  him  to  me.  Then  answered  one 
of  the  servants,  and  said.  Behold,  I  have  seen 
a  son  of  Jesse  the  Bethlehemite,  that  is  cunning 
in  playing,  and  a  mighty  valiant  man,  and 
a  man  of  war,  and  prudent  in  matters,  and  a 
comely  person,  and  the  Lord  is  with  him. 

Wherefore  Saul  sent  messengers  unto  Jesse, 
and  said.  Send  me  David  thy  son,  which  is  with 
the  sheep.  And  Jesse  took  an  ass  laden  with 
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bread,  and  a  bottle  of  wine,  and  a  kid,  and  sent 
them  by  David  his  son  unto  Saul.  And  David 
came  to  Saul,  and  stood  before  him :  and  he 
loved  him  greatly ;  and  he  became  his  armour- 
bearer.  And  Saul  sent  to  Jesse,  saying.  Let 
David,  I  pray  thee,  stand  before  me ;  for  he  hath 
found  favour  in  my  sight.  And  it  came  to  pass, 
when  the  evil  spirit  was  upon  Saul,  that  David 
took  an  harp  and  played  with  his  hand  :  so  Saul 
was  refreshed,  and  was  well,  and  the  evil  spirit 
departed  from  him.  i  samuel  xvi.  14-23 


DAVID  AND  GOLIATH 

Now  the  Philistines  gathered  together 
their  armies  to  battle.  And  Saul  and  the  men  of 
Israel  were  gathered  together,  and  pitched  by 
the  valley  of  Elah,  and  set  the  battle  in  array 
against  the  Philistines.  And  the  Philistines 
stood  on  a  mountain  on  the  one  side,  and  Israel 
stood  on  a  mountain  on  the  other  side :  and 
there  was  a  valley  between  them. 

And  there  went  out  a  champion  out  of  the 
camp  of  the  Philistines,  named  Goliath,  of  Gath, 
whose  height  was  six  cubits  and  a  span.  And  he 
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had  an  helmet  pf  brass  upon  his  head,  and  he  was 
armed  with  a  coat  of  mail ;  and  the  weight  of 
the  coat  was  five  thousand  shekels  of  brass. 
And  he  had  greaves  of  brass  upon  his  legs,  and 
a  target  of  brass  between  his  shoulders.  And 
the  staff  of  his  spear  was  like  a  weaver’s  beam ; 
and  his  spear’s  head  weighed  six  hundred  shekels 
of  iron :  and  one  bearing  a  shield  went  before 
him.  And  he  stood  and  cried  unto  the  armies 
of  Israel,  and  said  unto  them.  Why  are  ye  come 
out  to  set  your  battle  in  array  Am  not  I  a 
Philistine,  and  ye  servants  to  Saul.^  Choose  you 
a  man  for  you,  and  let  him  come  down  to  me. 
If  he  be  able  to  fight  with  me,  and  to  kill  me, 
then  will  we  be  your  servants :  but  if  I  prevail 
against  him,  and  kill  him,  then  shall  ye  be  our 
servants,  and  serve  us.  And  the  Philistine  said, 
I  defy  the  armies  of  Israel  this  day ;  give  me  a 
man,  that  we  may  fight  together.  When  Saul 
and  all  Israel  heard  those  words  of  the  Philistine, 
they  were  dismayed  and  greatly  afraid. 

Now  the  three  eldest  sons  of  Jesse  went  and 
followed  Saul  to  the  battle.  And  Jesse  said  unto 
David  his  son.  Take  now  for  thy  brethren  an 
ephah  of  this  parched  corn,  and  these  ten 
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loaves,  and  run  to  the  camp  to  thy  brethren ; 
and  carry  these  ten  cheeses  unto  the  captain  of 
their  thousand,  and  look  how  thy  brethren  fare, 
and  take  their  pledge.  And  David  rose  up  early 
in  the  morning,  and  left  the  sheep  with  a  keeper, 
and  took,  and  went,  as  Jesse  had  commanded 
him ;  and  he  came  to  the  trench,  as  the  host 
was  going  forth  to  the  fight  and  shouted  for  the 
battle.  For  Israel  and  the  Philistines  had  put 
the  battle  in  array,  army  against  army.  And 
David  left  his  bundle  in  the  hand  of  the  keeper 
of  the  baggage,  and  ran  into  the  army,  and 
came  and  saluted  his  brethren. 

And  as  he  talked  with  them,  behold,  there 
came  up  the  champion,  the  Philistine  of  Gath, 
Goliath  by  name,  out  of  the  armies  of  the 
Philistines,  and  spake  according  to  the  same 
words  :  and  David  heard  them.  And  all  the  men 
of  Israel,  when  they  saw  the  man,  fled  from  him, 
and  were  sore  afraid.  And  the  men  of  Israel  said. 
Have  ye  seen  this  man  that  is  come  up  ?  surely  to 
defy  Israel  is  he  come  up :  and  it  shall  be,  that 
the  man  who  killeth  him,  the  king  will  enrich 
him  with  great  riches,  and  will  give  him  his 
daughter,  and  make  his  father’s  house  free  in 
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Israel.  And  David  spake  to  the  men  that  stood 
by  him,  saying,  What  shall  be  done  to  the  man 
that  killeth  this  Philistine,  and  taketh  away  the 
reproach  from  Israel.^  for  who  is  this  uncircum¬ 
cised  Philistine,  that  he  should  defy  the  armies 
of  the  living  God?  And  the  people  answered 
him  after  this  manner,  saying.  So  shall  it  be 
done  to  the  man  that  killeth  him.  And  Eliab 
his  eldest  brother  heard  when  he  spake  unto  the 
men;  and  Eliab’s  anger  was  kindled  against 
David,  and  he  said.  Why  earnest  thou  down 
hither?  and  with  whom  hast  thou  left  those  few 
sheep  in  the  wilderness  ?  I  know  thy  pride,  and 
the  naughtiness  of  thine  heart ;  for  thou  art 
come  down  that  thou  mightest  see  the  battle. 
And  David  said.  What  have  I  now  done?  Is 
there  not  a  cause?  And  he  turned  from  him 
toward  another,  and  spake  after  the  same  man¬ 
ner:  and  the  people  answered  him  again  after 
the  former  manner. 

And  when  the  words  were  heard  which  David 
spake,  they  rehearsed  them  before  Saul:  and 
he  sent  for  him.  And  David  said  to  Saul,  Let 
no  man’s  heart  fail  because  of  him;  thy  servant 
will  go  and  fight  with  this  Philistine.  And  Saul 
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said  to  David,  Thou  art  not  able  to  go  against 
this  Philistine  to  fight  with  him:  for  thou  art 
but  a  youth,  and  he  a  man  of  war  from  his 
youth.  And  David  said  unto  Saul,  Thy  servant 
kept  his  father’s  sheep,  and  there  came  a  lion, 
and  a  bear,  and  took  a  lamb  out  of  the  flock : 
and  I  went  out  after  him,  and  smote  him,  and 
delivered  it  out  of  his  mouth:  and  when  he 
arose  against  me,  I  caught  him  by  his  beard, 
and  smote  him,  and  slew  him.  Thy  servant  slew 
both  the  lion  and  the  bear :  and  this  uncircum¬ 
cised  Philistine  shall  be  as  one  of  them,  seeing 
he  hath  defied  the  armies  of  the  living  God. 
David  said  moreover.  The  Lord  that  delivered 
me  out  of  the  paw  of  the  lion,  and  out  of 
the  paw  of  the  bear,  he  will  deliver  me  out 
of  the  hand  of  this  Philistine.  And  Saul  said 
unto  David,  Go,  and  the  Lord  be  with  thee. 

And  Saul  armed  David  with  his  armour,  and 
he  put  an  helmet  of  brass  upon  his  head ;  also 
he  armed  him  with  a  coat  of  mail.  And  David 
girded  his  sword  upon  his  armour,  and  he 
assayed  to  go ;  for  he  had  not  proved  it.  And 
David  said  unto  Saul,  I  cannot  go  with  these ; 
for  I  have  not  proved  them,  And  David  put 
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them  off  him.  And  he  took  his  staff  in  his  hand, 
and  chose  him  five  smooth  stones  out  of  the 
brook,  and  put  them  in  a  shepherd’s  bag  which 
he  had,  even  in  a  scrip  ;  and  his  sling  was  in  his 
hand :  and  he  drew  near  to  the  Philistine. 

And  the  Philistine  came  on  and  drew  near 
unto  David;  and  the  man  that  bare  the  shield 
went  before  him.  And  when  the  Philistine 
looked  about,  and  saw  David,  he  disdained  him  : 
for  he  was  but  a  youth,  and  ruddy,  and  of  a 
fair  countenance.  And  the  Philistine  said  unto 
David,  Am  I  a  dog,  that  thou  comest  to  me 
with  staves?  And  the  Philistine  cursed  David 
by  his  gods.  And  the  Philistine  said  to  David, 
Come  to  me,  and  I  will  give  thy  flesh  unto  the 
fowls  of  the  air,  and  to  the  beasts  of  the  field. 
Then  said  David  to  the  Philistine,  Thou  comest 
to  me  with  a  sword,  and  with  a  spear,  and  with 
a  shield:  but  I  come  to  thee  in  the  name  ol 
the  Lord  of  hosts,  the  God  of  the  armies  of 
Israel,  whom  thou  hast  defied.  This  day  will  the 
Lord  deliver  thee  into  mine  hand. 

And  it  came  to  pass,  when  the  Philistine 
arose,  and  came  and  drew  nigh  to  meet  David, 
that  David  hasted,  and  ran  toward  the  army  to 
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meet  the  Philistine.  And  David  put  his  hand  in 
his  bag,  and  took  thence  a  stone,  and  slang  it, 
and  smote  the  Philistine  in  his  forehead,  that 
the  stone  sunk  into  his  forehead;  and  he  fell 
upon  his  face  to  the  earth.  So  David  prevailed 
over  the  Philistine  with  a  sling  and  with  a  stone, 
and  smote  the  Philistine,  and  slew  him;  but 
there  was  no  sword  in  the  hand  of  David. There¬ 
fore  David  ran,  and  stood  upon  the  Philistine, 
and  took  his  sword,  and  drew  it  out  of  the 
sheath  thereof,  and  slew  him,  and  cut  off  his 
head  therewith.  And  when  the  Philistines  saw 
their  champion  was  dead,  they  fled.  And  the 
men  of  Israel  and  of  Judah  arose,  and  shouted, 
and  pursued  the  Philistines,  until  thou  come  to 
the  valley,  and  to  the  gates  of  Ekron.  And  the 
children  of  Israel  returned  from  chasing  after 
the  Philistines,  and  they  spoiled  their  tents.

Now  when  the  sun  was  setting,  all  they 
that  had  any  sick  with  divers  diseases  brought 
them  unto  him ;  and  he  laid  his  hands  on  every 
one  of  them,  and  healed  them.  And  evil  spirits 
also  came  out  of  many,  crying  out,  and  saying. 
Thou  art  the  Son  of  God.  And  he  rebuking 
them  suffered  them  not  to  speak :  for  they  knew 
that  he  was  Christ.  luke  iv.  40, 41 


THE  LEPER 

And  there  came  a  leper  to  him,  beseeching 
him,  and  kneeling  down  to  him,  and  saying 
unto  him.  If  thou  wilt,  thou  canst  make  me 
clean.  And  Jesus,  moved  with  compassion,  put 
forth  his  hand  and  touched  him,  and  saith  unto 
him,  I  will ;  be  thou  clean.  And  as  soon  as  he 
had  spoken,  immediately  the  leprosy  departed 
from  him,  and  he  was  cleansed.  And  he  straitly 
charged  him,  and  forthwith  sent  him  away; 
and  saith  unto  him.  See  thou  say  nothing  to  any 
man  :  but  go  thy  way,  shew  thyself  to  the  priest. 
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and  offer  for  thy  cleansing  those  things  which 
Moses  commanded,  for  a  testimony  unto  them. 
But  he  went  out,  and  began  to  publish  it  much, 
and  to  blaze  abroad  the  matter,  insomuch  that 
Jesus  could  no  more  openly  enter  into  the  city, 
but  was  without  in  desert  places :  and  they 
came  to  him  from  every  quarter.  MARK  i.  40-45 

JAIRUS’  DAUGHTER 

And  when  Jesus  was  passed  over  again  by 
ship  unto  the  other  side,  much  people  gathered 
unto  him :  and  he  was  nigh  unto  the  sea.  And, 
behold,  there  cometh  one  of  the  rulers  of  the 
synagogue,  Jairus  by  name ;  and  when  he  saw 
him,  he  fell  at  his  feet,  and  besought  him 
greatly,  saying.  My  little  daughter  lieth  at  the 
point  of  death :  I  pray  thee,  come  and  lay  thy 
hands  on  her,  that  she  may  be  healed ;  and  she 
shall  live.  And  Jesus  went  with  him  ;  and  much 
people  followed  him,  and  thronged  him.  And 
there  came  from  the  ruler  of  the  synagogue’s 
house  certain  which  said.  Thy  daughter  is  dead  : 
why  troublest  thou  the  Master  any  further? 
But  Jesus,  heeding  not  the  word  that  was 
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spoken,  saith  unto  the  ruler  of  the  synagogue, 
Be  not  afraid,  only  believe.  And  he  suffered  no 
man  to  follow  him,  save  Peter,  and  James,  and 
John  the  brother  of  James. 

And  he  cometh  to  the  house  of  the  ruler  of 
the  synagogue,  and  seeth  the  tumult  and  them 
that  wept  and  wailed  greatly.  And  when  he  was 
come  in,  he  saith  unto  them.  Why  make  ye 
this  ado,  and  weep  ?  The  damsel  is  not  dead,  but 
sleepeth.  And  they  laughed  him  to  scorn.  But 
when  he  had  put  them  all  out,  he  taketh  the 
father  and  the  mother  of  the  damsel,  and  them 
that  were  with  him,  and  entereth  in  where  the 
damsel  was  lying.  And  he  took  the  damsel  by 
the  hand,  and  said  unto  her,  Talitha  cumi ;  which 
is,  being  interpreted.  Damsel,  I  say  unto  thee, 
arise.  And  straightway  the  damsel  arose,  and 
walked ;  for  she  was  of  the  age  of  twelve  years. 
And  they  were  astonished  with  a  great  astonish¬ 
ment.  And  he  charged  them  straitly  that  no  man 
should  know  it ;  and  commanded  that  something 
should  be  given  her  to  eat.  MARK  V.  21-24,  35-43 
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THE  PALSIED  MAN 

And,  behold,  men  brought  in  a  bed  a  man 
which  was  taken  with  a  palsy :  and  they  sought 
means  to  bring  him  in,  and  to  lay  him  before 
him.  And  when  they  could  not  find  by  what 
way  they  might  bring  him  in  because  of  the 
multitude,  they  went  upon  the  house-top,  and 
let  him  down  through  the  tiling  with  his  couch 
into  the  midst  before  Jesus.  And  when  he  saw 
their  faith,  he  said  unto  him,  Man,  thy  sins  are 
forgiven  thee.  And  the  scribes  and  the  Phari¬ 
sees  began  to  reason,  saying.  Who  is  this  which 
speaketh  blasphemies?  Who  can  forgive  sins, 
but  God  alone  ?  But  when  Jesus  perceived  their 
thoughts,  he  answering  said  unto  them.  What 
reason  ye  in  your  hearts  ?  Whether  is  easier,  to 
say.  Thy  sins  are  forgiven  thee ;  or  to  say.  Rise 
up  and  walk?  But  that  ye  may  know  that  the 
Son  of  man  hath  power  upon  earth  to  forgive 
sins,  (he  said  unto  the  sick  of  the  palsy,)  I  say 
unto  thee.  Arise,  and  take  up  thy  couch,  and  go 
into  thine  house.  And  immediately  he  rose  up 
before  them,  and  took  up  that  whereon  he  lay, 
and  departed  to  his  own  house,  glorifying  God, 
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And  they  were  all  amazed,  and  they  glorified 
God,  and  were  filled  with  fear,  saying.  We  have 
seen  strange  things  to-day.  lukev.  18-26 

THE  MAN  WITH  THE  WITHERED  HAND 

H[e  entered  again  into  the  synagogue;  and 
there  was  a  man  there  which  had  a  withered 
hand.  And  they  watched  him,  whether  he 
would  heal  him  on  the  sabbath  day ;  that  they 
might  accuse  him.  And  he  saith  unto  the  man 
which  had  the  withered  hand.  Stand  forth.  And 
he  saith  unto  them.  Is  it  lawful  to  do  good  on 
the  sabbath  days,  or  to  do  evil.'^  to  save  life,  or 
to  kill.f^  But  they  held  their  peace.  And  when 
he  had  looked  round  about  on  them  with  anger, 
being  grieved  for  the  hardness  of  their  hearts, 
he  saith  unto  the  man.  Stretch  forth  thine  hand. 
And  he  stretched  it  out :  and  his  hand  was  re¬ 
stored  whole  as  the  other.  MARK  iil.  1-5 

THE  DEMONIAC  BOY 

When  he  came  to  his  disciples,  he  saw  a 
great  multitude  about  them,  and  the  scribes 
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questioning  with  them.  And  straightway  all 
the  people,  when  they  beheld  him,  were  greatly 
amazed,  and  running  to  him  saluted  him.  And 
he  asked  the  scribes.  What  question  ye  with 
them  ?  And  one  of  the  multitude  answered  and 
said.  Master,  I  have  brought  unto  thee  my  son, 
which  hath  a  dumb  spirit ;  and  wheresoever  he 
taketh  him,  he  teareth  him :  and  he  foameth, 
and  gnasheth  with  his  teeth,  and  pineth  away : 
and  I  spake  to  thy  disciples  that  they  should 
cast  him  out ;  and  they  could  not.  He  an- 
swereth  him,  and  saith,  O  faithless  generation, 
how  long  shall  I  be  with  you  ?  how  long  shall  I 
suffer  you?  bring  him  unto  me. 

And  they  brought  him  unto  him :  and  when 
he  saw  him,  straightway  the  spirit  tare  him  ;  and 
he  fell  on  the  ground  and  wallowed  foaming. 
And  he  asked  his  father.  How  long  is  it  ago  since 
this  came  unto  him  ?  And  he  said.  Of  a  child.  And 
ofttimes  it  hath  cast  him  into  the  fire,  and  into 
the  waters,  to  destroy  him  :  but  if  thou  canst  do 
anything,  have  compassion  on  us,  and  help  us. 
Jesus  said  unto  him.  If  thou  canst !  All  things 
are  possible  to  him  that  believeth.  And  straight¬ 
way  the  father  of  the  child  cried  out,  and  said 
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with  tears,  Lord,  I  believe ;  help  thou  mine  un¬ 
belief. 

When  Jesus  saw  that  the  people  came  run¬ 
ning  together,  he  rebuked  the  foul  spirit,  say¬ 
ing  unto  him.  Thou  dumb  and  deaf  spirit,  I 
charge  thee,  come  out  of  him,  and  enter  no 
more  into  him.  And  the  spirit  cried,  and  rent 
him  sore,  and  came  out  of  him :  and  he  was  as 
one  dead ;  insomuch  that  many  said.  He  is  dead. 
But  Jesus  took  him  by  the  hand,  and  lifted  him 
up  j  and  he  arose.  mark  ix.  14-27 


BLIND  BARTIM2LUS 

And  they  came  to  Jericho :  and  as  he  went 
out  of  Jericho  with  his  disciples  and  a  great 
number  of  people,  blind  Bartimaeus,  the  son  of 
Timaeus,  sat  by  the  highway  side  begging.  And 
when  he  heard  that  it  was  Jesus  of  Nazareth, 
he  began  to  cry  out,  and  say,  Jesus,  thou  Son 
of  David,  have  mercy  on  me.  And  many 
charged  him  that  he  should  hold  his  peace : 
but  he  cried  the  more  a  great  deal.  Thou  Son 
of  David,  have  mercy  on  me.  And  Jesus  stood 
still,  and  commanded  him  to  be  called.  And 
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they  call  the  blind  man,  saying  unto  him,  Be 
of  good  comfort,  rise ;  he  calleth  thee.  And  he, 
casting  away  his  garment,  rose,  and  came  to 
Jesus.  And  Jesus  answered  and  said  unto  him. 
What  wilt  thou  that  I  should  do  unto  thee? 
The  blind  man  said  unto  him.  Lord,  that  I 
might  receive  my  sight.  And  Jesus  said  unto 
him.  Go  thy  way ;  thy  faith  hath  made  thee 
whole.  And  immediately  he  received  his  sight, 
and  followed  Jesus  in  the  way.  mark  x.  46-52 

ANOTHER  BLIND  MAN 

And  he  cometh  to  Bethsaida;  and  they 
bring  a  blind  man  unto  him,  and  besought  him 
to  touch  him.  And  he  took  the  blind  man  by 
the  hand,  and  led  him  out  of  the  town;  and 
when  he  had  spit  on  his  eyes,  and  put  his  hands 
upon  him,  he  asked  him  if  he  saw  ought.  And 
he  looked  up,  and  said,  I  see  men  as  trees, 
walking.  After  that  he  put  his  hands  again 
upon  his  eyes,  and  made  him  look  up :  and  he 
was  restored,  and  saw  every  man  clearly.  And 
he  sent  him  away  to  his  house,  saying.  Neither 
go  into  the  town,  nor  tell  it  to  any  in  the  town. 

MARK  viii.  22—26

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“SUFFER  LITTLE  CHILDREN...” 

And  they  brought  young  children  to  him, 
that  he  should  touch  them :  and  his  disciples 
rebuked  those  that  brought  them.  But  when 
Jesus  saw  it,  he  was  much  displeased,  and  said 
unto  them.  Suffer  the  little  children  to  come 
unto  me,  and  forbid  them  not :  for  of  such  is  the 
kingdom  of  God.  Verily  I  say  unto  you.  Who¬ 
soever  shall  not  receive  the  kingdom  of  God  as 
a  little  child,  he  shall  not  enter  therein.  And  he 
took  them  up  in  his  arms,  put  his  hands  upon 
them,  and  blessed  them.  mark  x.  13-16

THE  SOWER 

He  began  again  to  teach  by  the  sea  side :  and 
there  was  gathered  unto  him  a  great  multitude, 
so  that  he  entered  into  a  ship,  and  sat  in  the 
sea ;  and  the  whole  multitude  was  by  the  sea  on 
the  land.  And  he  taught  them  many  things  by 
parables,  and  said  unto  them  in  his  doctrine. 
Hearken!  Behold,  there  went  out  a  sower  to 
sow :  and  it  came  to  pass,  as  he  sowed,  some 
fell  by  the  way  side,  and  the  fowls  of  the  air 
came  and  devoured  it  up.  And  some  fell  on 
stony  ground,  where  it  had  not  much  earth  j 
and  immediately  it  sprang  up,  because  it  had 
no  depth  of  earth :  but  when  the  sun  was  up, 
it  was  scorched ;  and  because  it  had  no  root,  it 
withered  away.  And  some  fell  among  thorns, 
and  the  thorns  grew  up,  and  choked  it,  and  it 
yielded  no  fruit.  And  other  fell  on  good 
ground,  and  did  yield  fruit  that  sprang  up  and 
increased;  and  brought  forth,  some  thirty,  and 
some  sixty,  and  some  an  hundred.  And  he  said 
unto  them.  He  that  hath  ears  to  hear,  let  him 
hear. 
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And  he  said  unto  them,  Know  ye  not  this 
parable?  and  how  then  will  ye  know  all  par¬ 
ables?  The  sower  soweth  the  word.  And  these 
are  they  by  the  way  side,  where  the  word  is 
sown ;  but  when  they  have  heard,  Satan  cometh 
immediately,  and  taketh  away  the  word  that 
was  sown  in  their  hearts.  And  these  are  they 
likewise  which  are  sown  on  stony  ground ;  who, 
when  they  have  heard  the  word,  immediately 
receive  it  with  gladness ;  and  have  no  root  in 
themselves,  and  so  endure  but  for  a  time  :  after¬ 
ward,  when  affliction  or  persecution  ariseth  for 
the  word’s  sake,  immediately  they  are  offended. 
And  these  are  they  which  are  sown  among 
thorns ;  such  as  hear  the  word,  and  the  cares  of 
this  world,  and  the  deceitfulness  of  riches,  and 
the  lusts  of  other  things,  entering  in,  choke  the 
word,  and  it  becometh  unfruitful.  And  these 
are  they  which  are  sown  on  good  ground ;  such 
as  hear  the  word,  and  receive  it,  and  bring  forth 
fruit,  some  thirtyfold,  some  sixty,  and  some  an 
hundred.  mark  iv.  1-9, 13-20

THE  SEED  GROWING  SECRETLY 

And  he  said,  So  is  the  kingdom  of  God,  as 
if  a  man  should  cast  seed  into  the  ground ;  and 
should  sleep  and  rise  night  and  day,  and  the 
seed  should  spring  and  grow  up,  he  knoweth 
not  how.  For  the  earth  bringeth  forth  fruit  of 
herself ;  first  the  blade,  then  the  ear,  after  that 
the  full  corn  in  the  ear.

And  he  would  fain 
have  filled  his  belly  with  the  husks  that  the 
swine  did  eat :  and  no  man  gave  unto  him.  And 
when  he  came  to  himself,  he  said.  How  many 
hired  servants  of  my  father’s  have  bread  enough 
and  to  spare,  and  I  perish  with  hunger !  I  will 
arise  and  go  to  my  father,  and  will  say  unto  him. 
Father,  I  have  sinned  against  heaven,  and  before 
thee,  and  am  no  more  worthy  to  be  called  thy 
son :  make  me  as  one  of  thy  hired  servants. 
And  he  arose,  and  came  to  his  father. 

But  when  he  was  yet  a  great  way  off,  his 
father  saw  him,  and  had  compassion,  and  ran, 
and  fell  on  his  neck,  and  kissed  him.  And 
the  son  said  unto  him.  Father,  I  have  sinned 
against  heaven,  and  in  thy  sight,  and  am  no 
more  worthy  to  be  called  thy  son.  But  the

father  said  to  his  servants,  Bring  forth  the  best 
robe  and  put  it  on  him,  and  put  a  ring  on  his 
hand  and  shoes  on  his  feet :  and  bring  hither 
the  fatted  calf,  and  kill  it ;  and  let  us  eat,  and 
be  merry ;  for  this  my  son  was  dead,  and  is 
alive  again;  he  was  lost,  and  is  found.  And 
they  began  to  be  merry. 

Now  his  elder  son  was  in  the  field :  and  as  he 
came  and  drew  nigh  to  the  house,  he  heard 
music  and  dancing.  And  he  called  one  of  the 
servants,  and  asked  what  these  things  meant. 
And  he  said  unto  him.  Thy  brother  is  come ;  and 
thy  father  hath  killed  the  fatted  calf,  because  he 
hath  received  him  safe  and  sound.  And  he  was 
angry,  and  would  not  go  in :  therefore  came  his 
father  out,  and  intreated  him.  And  he  answer¬ 
ing  said  to  his  father,  Lo,  these  many  years  do  I 
serve  thee,  neither  transgressed  I  at  any  time  thy 
commandment :  and  yet  thou  never  gavest  me  a 
kid,  that  I  might  make  merry  with  my  friends : 
but  as  soon  as  this  thy  son  was  come,  which 
hath  devoured  thy  living  with  harlots,  thou  hast 
killed  for  him  the  fatted  calf.  And  he  said  unto 
him.  Son,  thou  art  ever  with  me,  and  all  that  I 
have  is  thine.  It  was  meet  that  we  should  make 
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merry  and  be  glad :  for  this  thy  brother  was 
dead,  and  is  alive  again ;  and  was  lost,  and  is 
found.  LUKE  XV.  11-32

The  kingdom  of  heaven  is  like  unto  treasure 
hid  in  a  held;  the  w^hich  when  a  man  hath 
found,  he  hideth,  and  for  joy  thereof  goeth  and 
selleth  all  that  he  hath,  and  buyeth  that  held.

Again,  the  kingdom  of  heaven  is  like  unto 
a  merchant  man,  seeking  goodly  pearls :  who, 
when  he  had  found  one  pearl  of  great  price, 
went  and  sold  all  that  he  had,  and  bought  it.

FORGIVENESS 


Then  came  Peter  to  him,  and  said.  Lord, 
how  oft  shall  my  brother  sin  against  me,  and  I 
forgive  him.^  till  seven  times  Jesus  saith  unto 
him,  I  say  not  unto  thee.  Until  seven  times : 
but.  Until  seventy  times  seven. 
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Therefore  is  the  kingdom  of  heaven  likened 
unto  a  certain  king,  which  would  take  account  of 
his  servants.  And  when  he  had  begun  to  reckon, 
one  was  brought  unto  him  which  owed  him  ten 
thousand  talents.  But  forasmuch  as  he  had  not 
to  pay,  his  lord  commanded  him  to  be  sold,  and 
his  wife,  and  children,  and  all  that  he  had,  and 
payment  to  be  made.  The  servant  therefore  fell 
down  and  worshipped  him,  saying.  Lord,  have 
patience  with  me,  and  I  will  pay  thee  all.  Then 
the  lord  of  that  servant  was  moved  with  com¬ 
passion,  and  loosed  him,  and  forgave  him  the 
debt.  But  the  same  servant  went  out,  and 
found  one  of  his  fellow- servants  which  owed 
him  an  hundred  pence :  and  he  laid  hands  on 
him,  and  took  him  by  the  throat,  saying.  Pay 
me  that  thou  owest.  And  his  fellow- servant 
fell  down  at  his  feet  and  besought  him,  saying. 
Have  patience  with  me,  and  I  will  pay  thee  all. 
And  he  would  not :  but  went  and  cast  him  into 
prison,  till  he  should  pay  the  debt.  So  when  his 
fellow- servants  saw  what  was  done,  they  were 
very  sorry,  and  came  and  told  unto  their  lord 
all  that  was  done.  Then  his  lord,  after  that  he 
had  called  him,  said  unto  him,  O  thou  wicked 
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servant,  I  forgave  thee  all  that  debt,  because 
thou  desiredst  me :  shouldest  not  thou  also  have 
had  compassion  on  thy  fellow- servant,  even  as  I 
had  pity  on  thee  ?  And  his  lord  was  wroth,  and 
delivered  him  to  the  tormentors  till  he  should 
pay  all  that  was  due  unto  him. 

So  likewise  shall  my  heavenly  Father  do  also 
unto  you,  if  ye  from  your  hearts  forgive  not 
every  one  his  brother  their  trespasses.

THE  MAN  WHO  FORGOT  GOD 

And  one  of  the  company  said  unto  him. 
Master,  speak  to  my  brother,  that  he  divide  the 
inheritance  with  me.  And  he  said  unto  him, 
Man,  who  made  me  a  judge  or  a  divider  over 
you.f’  And  he  said  unto  them.  Take  heed,  and 
beware  of  covetousness :  for  a  man’s  life  con- 
sisteth  not  in  the  abundance  of  the  things  which 
he  possesseth.  And  he  spake  a  parable  unto 
them,  saying.  The  ground  of  a  certain  rich  man 
brought  forth  plentifully  :  and  he  thought  with¬ 
in  himself,  saying.  What  shall  I  do,  because  I 
have  no  room  where  to  bestow  my  fruits  ?  And 
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he  said,  This  will  I  do :  I  will  pull  down  my 
barns,  and  build  greater;  and  there  will  I  be¬ 
stow  all  my  fruits  and  my  goods.  And  I  will 
say  to  my  soul.  Soul,  thou  hast  much  goods 
laid  up  for  many  years;  take  thine  ease,  eat, 
drink,  and  be  merry.  But  God  said  unto  him. 
Thou  fool,  this  night  they  are  requiring  thy 
soul  of  thee :  then  whose  shall  those  things  be, 
which  thou  hast  provided  ?  So  is  he  that  layeth 
up  treasure  for  himself,  and  is  not  rich  toward 

God.  LUKE  xii.  13-21 
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OF  JESUS 


THE  LAST  SUPPER 

Now  the  feast  of  unleavened  bread  drew 
nigh,  which  is  called  the  Passover.  And  the 
chief  priests  and  scribes  sought  how  they  might 
kill  him ;  for  they  feared  the  people. 

Then  entered  Satan  into  Judas  surnamed 
Iscariot,  being  of  the  number  of  the  twelve.  And 
he  went  his  way,  and  communed  with  the  chief 
priests  and  captains  how  he  might  betray  him 
unto  them.  And  they  were  glad,  and  covenanted 
to  give  him  money.  And  he  promised,  and 
sought  opportunity  to  betray  him  unto  them  in 
the  absence  of  the  multitude. 

Then  came  the  day  of  unleavened  bread,  when 
the  passover  must  be  killed.  And  he  sent  Peter 
and  John,  saying.  Go  and  prepare  us  the  passover, 
that  we  may  eat.  And  they  said  unto  him.  Where 
wilt  thou  that  we  prepare }  And  he  said  unto 
them.  Behold,  when  ye  are  entered  into  the  city, 
there  shall  a  man  meet  you,  bearing  a  pitcher 
of  water ;  follow  him  into  the  house  where  he 
entereth  in.  And  ye  shall  say  unto  the  good-

man  of  the  house,  The  Master  saith  unto  thee, 
Where  is  the  guest-chamber,  where  I  shall  eat 
the  passover  with  my  disciples?  And  he  shall 
shew  you  a  large  upper  room  furnished :  there 
make  ready.  And  they  went,  and  found  as  he 
had  said  unto  them :  and  they  made  ready  the 
passover. 

And  when  the  hour  was  come,  he  sat  down, 
and  the  twelve  apostles  with  him.  And  he  said 
unto  them.  With  desire  I  have  desired  to  eat 
this  passover  with  you  before  I  suffer :  for  I  say 
unto  you,  I  will  not  any  more  eat  thereof,  until 
it  be  fulfilled  in  the  kingdom  of  God.  And  he 
took  the  cup,  and  gave  thanks,  and  said.  Take 
this,  and  divide  it  among  yourselves ;  for  I  say 
unto  you,  I  will  not  drink  of  the  fruit  of  the 
vine,  until  the  kingdom  of  God  shall  come.  And 
he  took  bread,  and  gave  thanks,  and  brake  it,  and 
gave  unto  them,  saying.  This  is  my  body  which 
is  given  for  you  :  this  do  in  remembrance  of  me. 
Likewise  also  the  cup  after  supper,  saying.  This 
cup  is  the  new  testament  in  my  blood,  which  is 
shed  for  you.  But,  behold,  the  hand  of  him  that 
betrayeth  me  is  with  me  on  the  table.  And  truly 
the  Son  of  man  goeth,  as  it  was  determined : 
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but  woe  unto  that  man  by  whom  he  is  be¬ 
trayed  !  And  they  began  to  inquire  among 
themselves,  which  of  them  it  was  that  should 
do  this  thing. 

And  the  Lord  said,  Simon,  Simon,  behold, 
Satan  hath  desired  to  have  you,  that  he  may 
sift  you  as  wheat :  but  I  have  prayed  for  thee, 
that  thy  faith  fail  not :  and  when  thou  art  con¬ 
verted,  strengthen  thy  brethren.  And  he  said 
unto  him.  Lord,  I  am  ready  to  go  with  thee, 
both  into  prison,  and  to  death.  And  he  said,  I 
tell  thee,  Peter,  the  cock  shall  not  crow  this 
day,  before  that  thou  shalt  thrice  deny  that 
thou  knowest  me.  luke  xxii.  1-23,  31-34

And  he  came  out,  and  went,  as  he  was  wont, 
to  the  mount  of  Olives;  and  his  disciples  also 
followed  him.  And  when  he  was  at  the  place, 
he  said  unto  them.  Pray  that  ye  enter  not  into 
temptation.  And  he  was  withdrawn  from  them 
about  a  stone’s  cast,  and  kneeled  down,  and 
prayed,  saying.  Father,  if  thou  be  willing,  re¬ 
move  this  cup  from  me :  nevertheless  not  my 
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will,  but  thine,  be  done.  And  there  appeared 
an  angel  unto  him  from  heaven,  strengthening 
him.  And  being  in  an  agony  he  prayed  more 
earnestly :  and  his  sweat  was  as  it  were  great 
drops  of  blood  falling  down  to  the  ground.  And 
when  he  rose  up  from  prayer,  and  was  come  to 
his  disciples,  he  found  them  sleeping  for  sorrow, 
and  said  unto  them.  Why  sleep  je?  rise  and 
pray,  lest  ye  enter  into  temptation. 

And  while  he  yet  spake,  behold  a  multitude, 
and  he  that  was  called  Judas,  one  of  the  twelve, 
went  before  them,  and  drew  near  unto  Jesus  to 
kiss  him.  But  J esus  said  unto  him,  Judas,  betray- 
est  thou  the  Son  of  man  with  a  kiss  ?  When  they 
which  were  about  him  saw  what  would  follow, 
they  said  unto  him.  Lord,  shall  we  smite  with  the 
sword  And  one  of  them  smote  the  servant  of 
the  high  priest,  and  cut  off  his  right  ear.  And 
Jesus  answered  and  said.  Suffer  ye  thus  far.  And 
he  touched  his  ear,  and  healed  him.  Then  Jesus 
said  unto  the  chief  priests,  and  captains  of  the 
temple,  and  the  elders,  which  were  come  to 
him.  Be  ye  come  out,  as  against  a  thief,  with 
swords  and  staves  ?  When  I  was  daily  with  you 
in  the  temple,  ye  stretched  forth  no  hands 
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against  me  :  but  this  is  your  hour,  and  the  power 
of  darkness.  luke  xxii.  39-53 

THE  TRIAL  OF  JESUS 

Then  took  they  him,  and  led  him,  and 
brought  him  into  the  high  priest’s  house.  And 
Peter  followed  afar  off.  And  when  they  had 
kindled  a  fire  in  the  midst  of  the  hall,  and  were 
set  down  together,  Peter  sat  down  among  them. 
But  a  certain  maid  beheld  him  as  he  sat  by  the 
fire,  and  earnestly  looked  upon  him,  and  said. 
This  man  was  also  with  him.  And  he  denied 
him,  saying.  Woman,  I  know  him  not.  And 
after  a  little  while  another  saw  him,  and  said. 
Thou  art  also  of  them.  And  Peter  said,  Man, 
I  am  not.  And  about  the  space  of  one  hour 
after,  another  confidently  affirmed,  saying.  Of 
a  truth  this  fellow  also  was  with  him  :  for  he  is  a 
Galilaean.  And  Peter  said,  Man,  I  know  not 
what  thou  sayest.  And  immediately,  while  he 
yet  spake,  the  cock  crew.  And  the  Lord  turned, 
and  looked  upon  Peter.  And  Peter  remembered 
the  word  of  the  Lord,  how  he  had  said  unto 
him.  Before  the  cock  crow,  thou  shalt  deny 
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me  thrice.  And  Peter  went  out,  and  wept 
bitterly. 

And  the  men  that  held  Jesus  mocked  him, 
and  smote  him.  And  when  they  had  blind¬ 
folded  him,  they  struck  him  on  the  face,  and 
asked  him,  saying.  Prophesy,  who  is  it  that 
smote  thee.^  And  many  other  things  blasphe¬ 
mously  spake  they  against  him. 

And  as  soon  as  it  was  day,  the  elders  of  the 
people  and  the  chief  priests  and  the  scribes 
came  together,  and  led  him  into  their  council, 
saying.  Art  thou  the  Christ.?  tell  us.  And  he 
said  unto  them.  If  I  tell  you,  ye  will  not  be¬ 
lieve  :  and  if  I  also  ask  you,  ye  will  not  answer 
me,  nor  let  me  go.  Hereafter  shall  the  Son  of  man 
sit  on  the  right  hand  of  the  power  of  God.  Then 
said  they  all.  Art  thou  then  the  Son  of  God.? 
And  he  said  unto  them.  Ye  say  that  I  am.  And 
they  said.  What  need  we  any  further  witness .? 
for  we  ourselves  have  heard  of  his  own  mouth. 

And  the  whole  multitude  of  them  arose,  and 
led  him  unto  Pilate.  And  they  began  to  accuse 
him,  saying.  We  found  this  fellow  perverting 
the  nation,  and  forbidding  to  give  tribute  to 
Caesar,  saying  that  he  himself  is  Christ  a  King. 
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And  Pilate  asked  him,  saying,  Art  thou  the 
King  of  the  Jews?  And  he  answered  him  and 
said.  Thou  sayest  it.  Then  said  Pilate  to  the 
chief  priests  and  to  the  people,  I  find  no  fault 
in  this  man.  And  they  were  the  more  fierce, 
saying.  He  stirreth  up  the  people,  teaching 
throughout  all  Jewry,  beginning  from  Galilee 
to  this  place.  When  Pilate  heard  of  Galilee,  he 
asked  whether  the  man  were  a  Galilaean.  And 
as  soon  as  he  knew  that  he  belonged  unto 
Herod’s  jurisdiction,  he  sent  him  to  Herod, 
who  himself  also  was  at  Jerusalem  at  that  time. 

And  when  Herod  saw  Jesus,  he  was  exceeding 
glad :  for  he  was  desirous  to  see  him  of  a  long 
season,  because  he  had  heard  many  things  of 
him ;  and  he  hoped  to  have  seen  some  miracle 
done  by  him.  Then  he  questioned  with  him  in 
many  words ;  but  he  answered  him  nothing.  And 
the  chief  priests  and  scribes  stood  and  vehe¬ 
mently  accused  him.  And  Herod  with  his  men  of 
war  set  him  at  nought,  and  mocked,  and  arrayed 
him  in  fine  apparel,  and  sent  him  again  to  Pilate. 

And  the  same  day  Pilate  and  Herod  were 
made  friends  together :  for  before  they  were  at 
enmity  between  themselves. 
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And  Pilate,  when  he  had  called  together  the 
chief  priests  and  the  rulers  and  the  people,  said 
unto  them.  Ye  have  brought  this  man  unto  me 
as  one  that  perverteth  the  people :  and,  behold, 
I,  having  examined  him  before  you,  have  found 
no  fault  in  this  man  touching  those  things 
whereof  ye  accuse  him :  no,  nor  yet  Herod : 
for  I  sent  you  to  him ;  and,  lo,  nothing  worthy 
of  death  is  done  unto  him.  I  will  therefore 
chastise  him,  and  release  him.  (For  of  necessity 
he  must  release  one  unto  them  at  the  feast.) 
And  they  cried  out  all  at  once,  saying.  Away 
with  this  man,  and  release  unto  us  Barabbas : 
(who  for  a  certain  sedition  made  in  the  city, 
and  for  murder,  was  cast  into  prison.)  Pilate 
therefore,  willing  to  release  Jesus,  spake  again 
to  them.  But  they  cried,  saying.  Crucify  him, 
crucify  him.  And  he  said  unto  them  the  third 
time.  Why,  what  evil  hath  he  done.^  I  have 
found  no  cause  of  death  in  him  ;  I  will  therefore 
chastise  him,  and  let  him  go.  And  they  were 
instant  with  loud  voices,  requiring  that  he 
might  be  crucified.  And  the  voices  of  them  and 
of  the  chief  priests  prevailed.  And  Pilate  gave 
sentence  that  it  should  be  as  they  required.  And 
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he  released  unto  them  him  that  for  sedition  and 
murder  was  cast  into  prison,  whom  they  had 
desired;  but  he  delivered  Jesus  to  their  will. 

LUKE  xxii.  54-71;  xxiii.  1-25 


THE  CRUCIFIXION 

And  as  they  led  him  away,  they  laid  hold 
upon  one  Simon,  a  Cyrenian,  coming  out  of  the 
country,  and  on  him  they  laid  the  cross,  that 
he  might  bear  it  after  Jesus.  And  there  followed 
him  a  great  company  of  people,  and  of  women, 
which  also  bewailed  and  lamented  him.  But 
Jesus  turning  unto  them  said.  Daughters  of 
Jerusalem,  weep  not  for  me,  but  weep  for  your¬ 
selves  and  for  your  children. 

And  there  were  also  two  others,  who  were 
thieves,  led  with  him  to  be  put  to  death. 

And  when  they  were  come  to  the  place 
which  is  called  Calvary,  there  they  crucified 
him,  and  the  thieves,  one  on  the  right 
hand,  and  the  other  on  the  left.  Then  said 
Jesus,  Father,  forgive  them ;  for  they  know  not 
what  they  do.  And  they  parted  his  raiment, 
and  cast  lots.  And  the  people  stood  beholding. 
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And  the  rulers  also  with  them  derided  him, 
saying,  He  saved  others ;  let  him  save  himself, 
if  he  be  Christ,  the  chosen  of  God.  And  the 
soldiers  also  mocked  him,  coming  to  him,  and 
offering  him  vinegar,  and  saying.  If  thou  be  the 
king  of  the  Jews,  save  thyself  And  a  super¬ 
scription  also  was  written  over  him  in  letters  of 
Greek,  and  Latin,  and  Hebrew,  THIS  IS  THE 
KING  OF  THE  JEWS. 

And  one  of  the  thieves  which  were  hanged 
railed  on  him,  saying.  If  thou  be  Christ,  save 
thyself  and  us.  But  the  other  answering  rebuked 
him,  saying.  Dost  not  thou  fear  God,  seeing 
thou  art  in  the  same  condemnation  ?  And  we 
indeed  justly;  for  we  receive  the  due  reward 
of  our  deeds :  but  this  man  hath  done  nothing 
amiss.  And  he  said,  Jesus,  remember  me  when 
thou  comest  into  thy  kingdom.  And  Jesus  said 
unto  him.  Verily  I  say  unto  thee,  to-day  shalt 
thou  be  with  me  in  paradise. 

And  it  was  about  the  sixth  hour,  and  there 
was  a  darkness  over  all  the  earth  until  the  ninth 
hour.  And  the  sun  was  darkened,  and  the  veil 
of  the  temple  was  rent  in  the  midst.  And  when 
Jesus  had  cried  with  a  loud  voice,  he  said. 
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Father,  into  thy  hands  I  commend  my  spirit : 
and  having  said  thus,  he  gave  up  the  ghost. 

Now  when  the  centurion  saw  what  was  done, 
he  glorified  God,  saying.  Certainly  this  was  a 
righteous  man.  And  all  the  people  that  came 
together  to  that  sight,  beholding  the  things 
which  were  done,  smote  their  breasts,  and  re¬ 
turned.  And  all  his  acquaintance,  and  the 
women  that  followed  him  from  Galilee,  stood 
afar  off,  beholding  these  things. 

And,  behold,  there  was  a  man  named  Joseph, 
a  counseller;  and  he  was  a  good  man  and  a 
just  (the  same  had  not  consented  to  the 
counsel  and  deed  of  them) ;  he  was  of  Arima- 
thsea,  a  city  of  the  Jews:  who  also  himself 
waited  for  the  kingdom  of  God.  This  man 
went  unto  Pilate,  and  begged  the  body  of  Jesus. 
And  he  took  it  down,  and  wrapped  it  in  linen, 
and  laid  it  in  a  sepulchre  that  was  hewn  in 
stone,  wherein  never  man  before  was  laid.  And 
that  day  was  the  preparation,  and  the  sabbath 
drew  on.  And  the  women  also,  which  came 
with  him  from  Galilee,  followed  after,  and  be¬ 
held  the  sepulchre,  and  how  his  body  was  laid. 
And  they  returned,  and  prepared  spices  and 
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ointments ;  and  rested  the  sabbath  day  accord¬ 
ing  to  the  commandment,  luke  xxiii.  26-28, 32-56 

THE  RESURRECTION 

Now  Upon  the  first  day  of  the  week,  very 
early  in  the  morning,  they  came  unto  the 
sepulchre,  bringing  the  spices  which  they  had 
prepared,  and  certain  others  with  them.  And 
they  found  the  stone  rolled  away  from  the 
sepulchre.  And  they  entered  in,  and  found  not 
the  body  of  the  Lord  Jesus.  And  it  came  to 
pass,  as  they  were  much  perplexed  thereabout, 
behold,  two  men  stood  by  them  in  shining 
garments :  and  as  they  were  afraid,  and  bowed 
down  their  faces  to  the  earth,  they  said  unto 
them.  Why  seek  ye  the  living  among  the  dead.f^ 
He  is  not  here,  but  is  risen :  remember  how  he 
spake  unto  you  when  he  was  yet  in  Galilee, 
saying.  The  Son  of  man  must  be  delivered  into 
the  hands  of  sinful  men,  and  be  crucified,  and 
the  third  day  rise  again.  And  they  remembered 
his  words,  and  returned  from  the  sepulchre,  and 
told  all  these  things  unto  the  eleven,  and  to  all 
the  rest.  luke  xxiv.  1-9 
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EMM  AUS 

And,  behold,  two  of  them  went  that  same 
day  to  a  village  called  Emmaus,  which  was 
from  Jerusalem  about  three  score  furlongs.  And 
they  talked  together  of  all  these  things  which 
had  happened.  And  it  came  to  pass,  that,  while 
they  communed  together  and  reasoned,  Jesus 
himself  drew  near,  and  went  with  them.  But 
their  eyes  were  holden  that  they  should  not 
know  him. 

And  he  said  unto  them.  What  manner  of 
communications  are  these  that  ye  have  one 
to  another,  as  ye  walk,  and  are  sad?  And  the 
one  of  them,  whose  name  was  Cleopas,  answer¬ 
ing  said  unto  him.  Art  thou  a  lonely  stranger 
in  Jerusalem,  and  hast  not  known  the  things 
which  are  come  to  pass  there  in  these  days? 
And  he  said  unto  them.  What  things?  And 
they  said  unto  him.  Concerning  Jesus  of  Na¬ 
zareth,  which  was  a  prophet  mighty  in  deed 
and  word  before  God  and  all  the  people :  and 
how  the  chief  priests  and  our  rulers  delivered 
him  to  be  condemned  to  death,  and  have  cruci¬ 
fied  him.  But  we  trusted  that  it  had  been  he 
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which  should  have  redeemed  Israel :  and  beside 
all  this,  to-day  is  the  third  day  since  these  things 
were  done.  Yea,  and  certain  women  also  of 
our  company  made  us  astonished,  which  were 
early  at  the  sepulchre ;  and  when  they  found 
not  his  body,  they  came,  saying  that  they  had 
also  seen  a  vision  of  angels,  which  said  that  he 
was  alive.  And  certain  of  them  which  were 
with  us  went  to  the  sepulchre,  and  found  it  even 
so  as  the  women  had  said :  but  him  they  saw 
not.  Then  he  said  unto  them,  O  fools,  and 
slow  of  heart  to  believe  all  that  the  prophets 
have  spoken:  ought  not  the  Christ  to  have 
suffered  these  things,  and  to  enter  into  his 
glory  And  beginning  at  Moses  and  all  the 
prophets,  he  expounded  unto  them  in  all  the 
scriptures  the  things  concerning  himself 

And  they  drew  nigh  unto  the  village,  whither 
they  went :  and  he  made  as  though  he  would  have 
gone  further.  But  they  constrained  him,  saying. 
Abide  with  us:  for  it  is  toward  evening,  and 
the  day  is  far  spent.  And  he  went  in  to  tarry 
with  them.  And  it  came  to  pass,  as  he  sat  at 
meat  with  them,  he  took  bread,  and  blessed  it, 
and  brake,  and  gave  to  them.  And  their  eyes 
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were  opened,  and  they  knew  him ;  and  he 
vanished  out  of  their  sight.  And  they  said  one 
to  another,  Did  not  our  heart  burn  within  us, 
while  he  talked  with  us  by  the  way,  and  while 
he  opened  to  us  the  scriptures  ?  And  they  rose 
up  the  same  hour,  and  returned  to  Jerusalem, 
and  found  the  eleven  gathered  together,  and 
them  that  were  with  them,  saying.  The  Lord  is 
risen  indeed,  and  hath  appeared  to  Simon.  And 
they  told  what  things  were  done  in  the  way, 
and  how  he  was  known  of  them  in  breaking  of 
bread.  luke  xxiv.  13-35

And  he  led  them  out  as  far  as  to  Bethany, 
and  he  lifted  up  his  hands,  and  blessed  them. 
And  it  came  to  pass,  while  he  blessed  them, 
he  was  parted  from  them  and  carried  up  into 
heaven.  And  they  worshipped  him,  and  re¬ 
turned  to  Jerusalem  with  great  joy:  and  were 
continually  in  the  temple,  praising  and  blessing

Consider  the  lilies  of  the 
field,  how  they  grow ;  they  toil  not,  neither  do 
they  spin :  and  yet  I  say  unto  you  that  even 
Solomon  in  all  his  glory  was  not  arrayed  like 
one  of  these.  Wherefore,  if  God  so  clothe  the 
grass  of  the  held,  which  to-day  is,  and  to¬ 
morrow  is  cast  into  the  oven,  shall  he  not  much 
more  clothe  you,  O  ye  of  little  faith.?  Therefore 
take  no  thought,  saying.  What  shall  we  eat.? 
or.  What  shall  we  drink.?  or.  Wherewithal  shall 
we  be  clothed.?  (for  after  all  these  things  do 
the  Gentiles  seek) :  for  your  heavenly  Father 
knoweth  that  ye  have  need  of  all  these  things. 
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But  seek  ye  first  the  kingdom  of  God,  and  his 
righteousness ;  and  all  these  things  shall  be 
added  unto  you.  Take  therefore  no  thought  for 
the  morrow :  for  the  morrow  shall  take  thought 
for  the  things  of  itself.  Sufficient  unto  the  day 
is  the  evil  thereof.  matthew  vi.  25—34

Be  fruitful,  and 
multiply,  and  fill  the  waters  in  the  seas,  and  let 
fowl  multiply  in  the  earth.  And  the  evening 
and  the  morning  were  the  fifth  day. 

And  God  said.  Let  the  earth  bring  forth  the 
living  creature  after  his  kind,  cattle,  and  creep¬ 
ing  thing,  and  beast  of  the  earth  after  his  kind : 
and  it  was  so.  And  God  made  the  beast  of  the 
earth  after  his  kind,  and  cattle  after  their  kind, 
and  every  thing  that  creepeth  upon  the  earth 
after  his  kind :  and  God  saw  that  it  was  good. 

And  God  said.  Let  us  make  man  in  our  image. 
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after  our  likeness :  and  let  them  have  dominion 
over  the  fish  of  the  sea,  and  over  the  fowl  of  the 
air,  and  over  the  cattle,  and  over  all  the  earth, 
and  over  every  creeping  thing  that  creepeth 
upon  the  earth.  So  God  created  man  in  his  own 
image,  in  the  image  of  God  created  he  him ; 
male  and  female  created  he  them.  And  God 
blessed  them,  and  God  said  unto  them.  Be 
fruitful,  and  multiply,  and  replenish  the  earth, 
and  subdue  it :  and  have  dominion  over  the  fish 
of  the  sea,  and  over  the  fowl  of  the  air,  and 
over  every  living  thing  that  moveth  upon  the. 
earth.  And  God  said.  Behold,  I  have  given  you 
every  herb  bearing  seed,  which  is  upon  the  face 
of  all  the  earth,  and  every  tree,  in  the  which  is 
the  fruit  of  a  tree  yielding  seed ;  to  you  it  shall 
be  for  meat.  And  to  every  beast  of  the  earth, 
and  to  every  fowl  of  the  air,  and  to  every  thing 
that  creepeth  upon  the  earth,  wherein  there  is 
life,  I  have  given  every  green  herb  for  meat : 
and  it  was  so.  And  God  saw  every  thing  that  he 
had  made,  and,  behold,  it  was  very  good.  And 
the  evening  and  the  morning  were  the  sixth  day. 

Thus  the  heavens  and  the  earth  were  finished, 
and  all  the  host  of  them.  And  on  the  seventh 
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day  God  ended  his  work  which  he  had  made ; 
and  he  rested  on  the  seventh  day  from  all  his 
work  which  he  had  made.  And  God  blessed  the 
seventh  day,  and  sanctified  it :  because  that  in 
it  he  had  rested  from  all  his  work  which  God 
created  and  made.  genesis  i;ii.  1-3
